Prosecuting Attorney Ed- 
ward W. Garnholz of St. Louis 
county announced yesterday 
his candidacy for the Republi- 
can nomination for county 
supervisor. 

Garnholz, who is completing 
his first term in the prosécu- 
tor’s office, is the first Repub- 
lican to announce for the top 
county administrative office 
now held by Republican Luman 
F. Matthews, who previously 
said he will not seek re-election. 

However, State Representa- 
tive A. Clifford Jones, Clayton 
attorney and Republican mi- 
nority leader in the Missouri 
House, also is expected to file 
for the G.O.P. nomination for 
county supervisor. Jones re-

portedly has strong support 
among members of the St. 
Louis County Republican Com- 
mittee. 

Rush Expected Tomorrow. 

Garnholz said he will file his 
candidacy tomorrow, when the 
St. Louis County Board of 
Election Commissioners will 
begin to accept filings of Re- 
publicans and Democrats for 
party nominations in the pri- 
mary election next August, 

The election board offite in 
the Clayton courthouse will 
open at 9 a.m., and a brisk 
business is expected from can- 
didates who want to be the 
first to file in their races so 
their names will be listed first 
on the county voting machines. 

The mayors of two county 
munieipalities previously ‘an- 
nounced -they’ will seek the 
Democratic nomination for 
county supervisor. They are 
Mayor Sterling P. Davidson 
Jr. of Maplewood and Mayor 
Lee M. Duggan. of Richmond 
Heights. County councilman 
James H. J. M@Nary of Pine 
Lawn also is reported to be 
considering entering the con- 
test for the Democratic norhi- 
nation. 

Points to His Record. 

In announcing his candidacy, 
Garnholz said he plans to pres- 
ent his platform later. He said 

“it will be a forward-looking 
one, taking full recognition of 
the problems now facing the 
county and its government, and 
offering what I believe to be 
the solutions to these prob- 
lems.” 

Activities of the prosecuting 
attorney’s office he said, have 
been expanded since he took 
office in 1955, and his record 
of convictions is “unusually 
high—higher than the national 
average. ” He pointed out that” 
all assistants now serve on a 
full time basis and that county 
grand juries are now in session 
almost continuously, instead of 
just three months a year. 

Garnholz, 35 years old, served 
one two-year term in the Mis- 
souri House of Representatives 
before being elected prosecut- 
ing attorney. As chairman of a 
House committee, he led a fight | 
for larger appropriations and 
improvements in state mental 
hospitals.

They said that if the ob- | 
jective of improved scientific 
teaching ‘“‘can be attained only | 
through federal aid, then that | 
aid should be made available | 
on an across-the-board basis, 
for all students and for all in- 
stitutions. | 

The Rev. Edward B. Rooney 
S.J., president of the Jesuit Ed- 
-ucational Association, told re- 
porters that 10 per cent of the 
high school students and 49 per | 
cent of the college students in | 
this country are enrolled in pri- | 

vate institutions. 

Nothing that the Administra- 
tion program calls for the states 
to match about $600,000,000 of 
the $1,000,000,000 in federal | 
funds, he said the laws of some 
states may prohibit distribution 
of public funds to private edu- 
cational institutions. 

In these cases, he added, pri- 
vate schools should be per- 
mitted to put up the matching | 
funds themselves and thus be | 
eligible to receive federal | 
grants. | 
In a related development, 
Protestants and Other Ameri- 
cans United for Separation of 
Church and State, today criti- 
cized what it said was a Catho- 
lic proposal that public funds 
should be given to sectarian 
schools. 


The Protestant group later 
issued another statement call- 
ing the Jesuit proposal “a blue- 
print for discord in America.”

would otherwise threaten our

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‘Urgency’ Instead of ‘Economy’ Likely 


To Be the Watchword o New Congress 


Mood and Thinking of Politicians and Voters Have 
Been Reversed by Three Unforeseen Events in Past 
Six Months—the Launching of Russia’s Sputniks, 


Eisenhower’s Third Illness and Slump in Business.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4. 


HE second session of the Eighty-fifth Congress assembling Tuesday | 


will be vastly differgnt in tone and tempo from the first session which | 
opened a year ago on a harmonious theme of ‘‘moderation.”’ 


This 


theme was adopted alike by Democratic and Republican leaders after Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s re-election by a near-record margin. 


The words and phrases most likely to 
be heard during the committee and floor 
debates are “urgency,” “lack of presiden- 
tial leadership,” “congressional responsi- 
bility,” “deficit financing,” “business re- 
cession” and “catching up with the 
Russians.” 


The typical expressions of the first ses- 
sion—‘“economy,” “budget surplus,” “tax 
euts,” “a sound dollar” and “civil rights” 
—will be muted in the coming session or 
heard only in comparisons. 


Three unforeseen events of the past six 
months, Russian successes with earth satel- 
lites and long-range rockets, the business 
decline and the President’s third major 
illness in a little more than three years, 
reversed the mood and the thinking of the 
politicians and the voters. 

At the start of the first session, leaders 
of the Democratic Congress reflected their 
awe at Mr. Eisenhower's overwhelming 
victory by looking to him for leadership. 
The watchword of both parties was “econ- 
omy” and leaders of each, sometimes 
vaguely, sometimes explicitly, promised 
a tax cut in 1958, a congressional elec- 
tion year. None is in prospect this ses- 
sion. A tax increase could be required 
by an unpredictable Russian achievement 
as spectacular as the Sputniks. 

“Many Democrats and more Republicans 
eriticized the President for submitting 
“the biggest peacetime budget” to the 
first session. Mr. Eisenhower invited re- 
ductions—if Congress would take the re- 
sponsibility. Congress substantially slashed 
his defense and foreign aid recommenda- 
tions .and sliced some of the domestic 
items. The surplus, however, on June 30, 
will be meager if there is any at all. 


President Has Final Say. 

There is an important difference be- 
tween congressional appropriations and 
the Exectitive branch’s expenditures. The 
White House has two shots at the budget 
to one by the Congress. The President 


‘recommends appropriations which Con- 


gress can raise or lower, but the final 
word on expenditures, the factor deter- 
mining whether outlays will be covered 
by incoming. revenues, belongs to the 
President and his top-ranking associates. 
The White House has clearly indicated 
that total budget expenditures for the fis- 
cal year beginning July 1 will be about 
74 billion dollars, an increase of more than 
two billion dollars over the amount rec- 
ommended last January for the current 
fiscal year, with the promise of a surplus 

of 1.5 billion dollars. It also held out the 
hope, without amplification, that there 
might be “a slight surplus” for the year 
ending June 30, 1959. 

Again this year, headlines will report 
that Mr. Eisenhower has asked Congress 
to approve “the biggest peacetime budget,” 
but already there are demands that it be 
larger to meet the threat of increased 
Russian military power, as evidenced by 
the technical implications of Sputniks I 
and II, and the Kremlin’s stepped-up pro- 
grams for political and economic penetra- 
tion of key neutral and under-developed 
countries. 

Soviet successes in the military, scien- 
tific and diplomatic fields have under- 
mined here and abroad the postwar 
assumption that the world revolves around 
a rich and powerful United States. The 
Russian-made earth satellites spinning 
around the globe have presented another 
picture, the consequences of which will be. 
felt in the committee sessions, the floor 
debates and the roll calls in Congress. 

The most immediate reaction will be an 
fncrease in the defense budget from the 
$8 billion dollars recommended last year, 
which will be exceeded this year in actual 
expenditures, to at least 40 billion dollars, 
with emphasis on outlays for intermediate 
and intercontinental missiles and for ex- 
panded research and development. 


To Reply to the Kremlin. 

President Eisenhower, in his State of 
the Union message scheduled for delivery 
in person Thursday, is expected to devote 
most of the half hour address to the Ad- 
ministration’s reply to the Kremlin’s chal- 
lenge for world leadership. 

This annual message has historically 
been a comprehensive review of what an 
administration has done and what it pro- 
poses to do. This year, however, because 
of Mr. Bisenhower’s mild cerebral stroke 
and the state of the world, it will be 
shorter than customary and,’for emphasis, 
confined to the most important problems 
of stronger defenses and greater co-opera- 
tion among the free nations, increased aid 
to the neutral and under-developgd coun- 
tries and expanded educational opportuni- 
ties, especially in the, sciences, in this 
country. 

Other international and domestic recom- 
mendations will be spelled out in the sub- 
sequent annual budget and ‘economic 
maessages and in recommendations on spe- 
cial subjects throughout the session. Even 
if a small budget surplus is predicted for 
the next’ fiscal year, the prediction could 
be voided by any one of several events, 
domestic or foreign. 

During his delivery of the State of the 
Union message, President Eisenhower’s 


‘ manner will be closely watched and his 


.veds carefully analyzed to see whether 


he has adopted the “sense of urgency” 
which many Democrats and some Repub- 
licans found lacking in action after the 
Sputniks appeared in the sky, in his two 
“chins up” television appearances and in 


his participation at the Paris meeting of | 


the heads of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization governments. 

The Eisenhower recommendations in 
the three ‘annual messages will be the 
starting point for congressional debate 
and action. Returning Senators and Rep- 
resentatives report their constituencies 
“want Washington to do something” about 
the increased Russian threats to the 
United States and its influence abroad and 
about the economic downturn. 


Democrats Lack Plan. 


The Democrats have revealed no com- 
prehensive plans of their own and present 
indications are that they will try for legis- 
lation that will enlarge on whatever Mr. 
Eisenhower recommends. The Democrats 
are expected to have the support of a sub- 
stantial number of Republicans in any 
move of this nature. 

The presidential messages and actions 
are expected to show whether Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s physical disabilities, his tempera- 
ment and his White House staff organiza- 
tion will permit him to exercise the 
“executive energy” and popular leadership 
for the sacrifices the world situation ap- 
pears to demand. 

The exercise or absence of increased 
leadership will determine the prominence, 
if not the actual: responsibilities, of a 
small group of Democrats and Repyb- 
licans. 

The most influential members of the 
coming session, as of the first, will be 
Speaker Sam Rayburn and Senate Major- 
ity Leader Lyndon B. Johnson, both of 
Texas, with the younger and more ener- 
getic Johnson getting the greater pub- 
licity. Johnson will share pfominence and 
responsibility with Chairman Richard B. 
Russell of the Senate Armed’ Services 
Committee on the defense issue, the most 
impoftant to be settled if the United 
States is to catch up with Soviet Russia 
in long-range missile capacities. Demo- 
cratic Senator Stuart Symington of Mis- 
souri, a member of the Armed Services 
Committee and also its subcommittee on 
preparedness, headed by Johnson, will, as 
he has for the past five years, insist that 
greater and improved efforts be made to 
meet the Kremlin challenge for world 
leadership. ' 

On the House side, Democratic Repre- 
sentative Clarence Cannon of Missouri, 
chairman of the powerful Appropriations 
Committee, will share responsibility with 
Rayburn not only for the money end of 
military defense but for other programs 
requiring large expenditures. 

To be determined by events is the new 
role of Vice President Richard M. Nixon, 
who may have further opportunities to 
demonstrate his capacity for Republican 
leadership and inter-party negotiations. 
Senate Republican Leader William F. 
Knowland is retiring to seek -the gover- 
norship of his native California, a cam- 
paign that is likely to limit his congres- 
sional activities. Knowland’s Senate 
deputy and probable successor is Everett 
Dirksen of Illinois, whose weaving political 
course has puzzled his colleagues and léss- 
ened his influence in Republican factions. 


Democratic Advantage. 

Nixon played an important part in the 
behind-the-scenes negotiations for pas- 
sage of the Civil Rights bill and has been 
more in the open for Congressional ap- 
proval of increased foreign aid and trade 
legislation. The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion has lacked an effective spokesman 
and backstage operator in the Senate. 
This has given Democratic Leader John- 
son and his deputy, Mike Mansfield of 
Montana, a decided advantage. As a 
candidate. for the 1960 presidential nomi- 
nation, and, as a Senate liaison man for 
the White House, Nixon is in a delicately 
balanced position. He must make a name 
for himself by not being too closely identi- 
fied with the Eisenhower Administration 
and at the same time be a principal White 
House agent on Capitol Hill. Nixon has 
shown he can walk this tightrope without 
missteps and has won a reputation for 
“maturity” and “effectiveness.” 

Nixon’s further progress will depend 
greatly on the co-operation he gets from 
the President and the White House staff 
under the management of Sherman 
Adams. The assistant to the President 
has few followers at the Capitol and his 
agents, Wilton B. Persons, a retired major 
general, and I. Jack Martin, former as- 


sistant to the late Senator Robert A. Taft

Concern for Economy. 

Officials of the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare stress the economy 
factor. In describing the plan, they call 
it “the best that can be done for a mini- 
mum amount of money.” This concern for 
economy reflects continued Administra- 
tion hopes for a balanced bitidget despite 
rising defense costs as an aftermath of 
the Russian successes in conquering 
space. 

In addition to the one billion dollars 
for the new four-year proposal, state and 
local sources would be required to spend 
an estimated $550,000,000 to $600,000,000 
in 50-50 matching funds. (For comparison 
purposes, it should be noted that. the 
Administration’s various school construc- 
tion proposals also required matching of 
Federal funds.) 

Details of the plan are still hazy in 
many respects. Some thoughtful critics 
are waiting until they see a draft of the 
actual legislation before they make public 
appraisals of the proposal. 

‘Here ‘are the main points of the pro- 
gram as outlined by Secretary Folsom in 
his memorandum to the President and 
amplified later by Folsom and members 
of his department: 

1.—Grants matched by the States to 
support testing of abilities and aptitudes 
of.elementary and high school students, 
to identify talented youngsters. 

$—Matching grants to support im- 
proved ¢ounseling and guidance of young 
students, as a step toward encouraging 
the able students éo stay in school, work 
hard at basic academic subjects and pre- 
pare for higher education.

The central problem of our time— 
as I view it—is how to employ human 
intelligence: for the salvation of man- 
kind, , 

It is a problem we have put upon 
ourselves. For we have defiled our 
intellect by the creation of such sci- 
entific instruments of destruction that 
we are now in desperate danger of de- 
stroying ourselves. 

Our plight is critical and with each 
effort we have 
made to relieve it 
by further scientific 
advance, we have 
succeeded only in 
aggravating our 
peril. 

As a result, we 
are now speeding 
inexorably toward 
a day when even 
the . ingenuity of 
our scientists may 
be unable to save 
us from the conse- 
quences of a single 
rash act or a reck- 
less hand upon, the 
switch of an uninterceptable missile. 


In a Shadow of Death ‘ 


For 12 years now we've sought to 
stave off this ultimate threat of dis- 
aster by devising arms which would 
be both ultimate and. disastrous. This 
irony can probably be compoufided a 
few more years, .or —e even a 
few.decades.

s, and’ anti-missiles will bring 
anti-anti-missiles. But inevitably, this 
whole electronics house of will 
reach a point where it can be con- 
structed no higher.

And when that time comes 
there will be little we can do other 
than to settle down uneasily, smother 
our fears, and attempt to live in‘a 
thickening shadow of death. :

T HE military budget to be presented to Congress within the 


000,000 larger than the one approved last year. It will, 
however, be only a little more than $1,500,000,000 larger than 
the amount requested by the Administration. 


Instead of being cut by bil- 
lions by Congress, as was the 
Administration's military bud- 
get request last year, it is 
more likely to be increased. 
This is the measure of the 
change of congressional senti- 
ment following the Soviet’s suc- 
cessful tests of intercontinental 
ballistic missiles, successful 
launching of Sputniks and the 
alarming implications of the 
Gaither report. 


The budget request for new 
obligational authority, or ap- 
propriation as it is more fre- 
quently called, is only part of 
the appropriation: process. 
There is also an authorization, 
which may, be -of a different 
amount from the appropriation. 
There is also an expenditure 
figure that is usually different 
from the appropriation. This is 
influenced by the carryover, 
which is now about the same 
amount as new appropriations. 


In order to understand a 
discussion of the bulget, these 
terms must be understood also. 
The budget is an extremely 
complicated affair and this is 
inevitable when such vast sums 
are involved. 


Funds for 1960 Now in Works. 


In the Pentagon, the budget 
to be presented to Congress 
for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1960, has already been start- 
ed. The Jojnt Chiefs of Staff 
have been making critical de- 
cisions about what size the 
forces should be and what new 
weapons and construction will 
be necessary two years from 
now. 


As a basis for these decisions, 
the Joint Staff prepares each 
year a mid-range strategic plan, 
which looks at the -situation 
three years ahead. Planning so 
far ahead for appropriations 
that Congress permits to be ex- 
pended only for the purposes 
for which they have been asked, 
makes for inflexibility. 


If an wnexpected technical 
breakthrough is achieved in a 
weapons field, no money is 
available- to exploit it. It is 
for this reason that the Presi- 
dent will ask this year for a 
fund of $580,000,000 to be used 
for purposes to be decided by 
him, so that he will be able 
to take advantage of unfore- 
seen weapons “advances. 


Each service then makes out 
its own estimates of what is 
required to support the stra- 
tegic plan and the Joint Chiefs’ 
decisions, These habitually are 
considerably larger, 20. per 


cent or more, than the amount 


that finally is presented to the 
Bureau of the Budget and the 
President. 

Not Extravagant Demands. 

The fact that they are larger 
than will be allowed should 
not be considered as indicating 
that the services are thinking 
irresponsibly. Their estimates 
are carefully made, but are 
basedgon military needs and 
not on a money limitation. 

The Administration must 
limit at some point the amount 
of money that can be allocated 
to military expenditures. This 
depends on its judgment of 
the military situation and of 
what the economy can stand. 
The result is always a com- 
promise between military needs 
and other requirements of the 
Government,

MeNeil Usually Upheld. 


The services can appeal to 
the Secretary of Defense against 
the comptroller’s decisions, and 
sometimes the comptroller is 
overridden. By some sort of 
mindreading or peculiarity of 
the budgetary process, it usual- 
ly turns out that items that 
have been put into the military

When the bill has been 
passed by the House, often 
with substantial changes made 
on the floor, it goes to the 
Senate, where the same process 
is repeated. — ; 

If the Senate disagrees with 
certain of the House figures, 
and this is always the case, the 
bill goes to conference. Con- 
ferees usually compromise their 
differences and ordinarily both 
the House and Senate accept 
the recommendations of the 
conferees. There have been 
occasions where one or the 
other stuck to its position’ and 
considerable time was spent to 
reach an agreement. 


What the House and Senate 
pass is an “appropriation.” This 
is also called “new obligational 
authority.” The latter is a more

The estimated amount of 
carryover for this year will be 
increased by the request for a 
“supplemental appropriation” 
of- $1,200,000,000 to make con- 
tracts for the intermediate 
range ballistic missiles that.are 
now to be put into production. 


Little of this will be expend- 
ed and the Defense Depart- 
ment will do well if it is all 
obligated in contracts. What is 
not obligated is called “unobli- 
gated carryover.” This does 
not mean that it is not needed. 
It has been “programmed” for 
obligation, but the magnitude 
and complexity of such con- 
tracts require a considerable 
period of planning and nego- 
tiation before the actual con- 
tract is signed. 

It should be clear that an 
“appropriation” does not mean 
that the Defense Department 
has deposited te its account a 
certain amount of money in the 
Treasury, as when you make a 
bank loan and the amount is 
credited to your account. 

On the contrary, an “appro- 
priation” or “new obligational 
authority” is an authorization 
for the Department to proceed 
with certain immediate expen-

THE GIRL who finds herself in 
love ‘with two men at the same time 
is not an uncommon phenomenon; but 
unless she also finds a way of tipping 
the balance in favor of one or the other 
she is in trouble. “Make My Bed” by 
Nathaniel Burt describes the emotional 
ferment undergone by Prudence Bal- 
morin as she undertakes to make a 
choice between Horace Macilvain and 
Fenwick Johnson. 

In the circumstances preserited by 
the author one might assume that Pru- 
dence is pushed into her dilemma by 
wounded vanity. At her first encoun- 
ter with both men, at the home of her 
brother-in-law who teaches at a college 
near New York, she reacts quite openly 
to Macilvain’s indifference to her pres- 
ence. Johnson, who is less magnetic, 
less handsome but also less superficial 
than Macilvain moves into the vacuum 
thus created and stakes a claim to 
Prudencé’s affections. 

After a while Prudence and Johnson 
become engaged and the engagement 
survives the shocks and tremors of a 
visit to her fiance’s family out in Ohio. 
Unfortunately for all concerned, how- 
ever, Macilvain becomes seriously in- 
terested when Prudence pays him off in 
kind for his previous neglect. Whether 
he is moved by his own vanity or a 
genuine longing is not clear to the 
reader, the author, or possibly to Macil- 
vain himself. But he succumbs to a 
profound melancholy, in the approved 
Byronic manner, and while confined to 
a Washington hospital leaps out of a 
window. 

Though still engaged to Johnson, 
Prudence rushes to Macilvain’s bedside. 
That does it. Macilvain is her man.

Prudence 
returns his rings, retires into a shat- 
tered solitude and waits for Johnson to 
come around; which he does. 


FROM THIS BARE outline the 
reader may infer that Mr. Burt’s story 
is just another post-adolescent romance 
in which solid virtue finally wins out 
over flashy charm. Such is not the case. 
The analysis of his characters has genu- 
ine psychological validity; moreover it 
is quite apparent that Macilvain’s hold 
on Prudence has not been weakened by 
his unfortunate behavior; and that her 
future with Johnson is by no means 
safe. 

Beyond this Mr. Burt is strikingly 
successful in giving reality, depth and 
flavor to all his characters and in indi- 
cating the ideas and prejudices that 
influence their behavior. I also found 
his “ensemble” scenes—when two or 
more are gathered and talk all at once 
—more than ordinarily entertaining. He 
has the gift of making conversation 
seem natural even when it is clever and 
when—on occasions—it is profound: 

So altogether this is a skillfully han- 
died novel; a modern human comedy 
basted with humor and reflective irony.

MAINTAINING a “sane and sen- 
sible” middle course between the ex- 
tremes of traditional conservatism and 
the faddism of the latest avant garde, 
The Saturday Review for 33,years has 
devoted itself to the beaux arts and 
especially the book. For the first 25 
of those years, the periodical concerned 
itself exclusively with criticism, re- 
views, and news of writers and their 
writing. Since 1949, The Saturday Re- 
view (dropping “of Literature” from its 
title) has encompassed music, records, 
the theater and films, travel, and a 
potpourri of social and economic essays 
and editorials. 


In his. introduction, Joseph Wood 
Krutch, himself a contributor to this 
readable though uneven symposium, 
makes a special point about this devo- 
tion to literature. Excepting The New 
York Times Book Review as concerned 
with “news about books,” Krutch states 
‘categorically that in 1920 (when The 
Saturday Review itself had its origin 
as a literary supplement to the New 
York Evening Post) “there had been ro 
major publication devoted exclusively 
to books considered as literature.” 
This, of course, is scarcely hewing to 
the historical fact. 

‘Actually Krutch—and this is odd when 
ene considers the newspaper origin of 


The Saturday Review itself—overlooks 
“Books,” ably edited by Irita Van 
Doren for the New York Herald-Tribune. 
More to the point, perhaps, he passes 
over such outstanding periodicals as the 
Forum which served, not exclusively, 
but admirably in the literary field until 
1940. There was The Dial also, which 
had expired, after an illustrious career, 
a decade earlier. 
WHILE CONSIDERING history, one 
g8@ wonder why Krutch, in re- 
’ different ownerships and 
editors, chose to ignore the chief “angel” 
for the present, or Norman Cousins, 
regime. There is not a line of credit to 
Dr. Everette Lee DeGolyer, the Texas 
geologist and oil prospector, who bank- 
rolled The Saturday Review in modest 
anonymity wntil his suicide just before 
Christmas last year. 

Turning the pages from the introduc- 
tion to the contents of this anthology, 
one quickly discovers a miscellany of 
authors and subjects. In point of fact, 
only 23 of the 69 varied selections are 
concerned primarily with books and 
their authors—and several of these only 
on a fringe basis. The other two-thirds 
is a garland of cartoons, poetry, social 
comment, musical critique, etc., etc., 
etc. 

An astonishing galaxy of writers 
bursts upon one’s view, and there are 
some unusual neighbors, for seemingly 
no system of arrangements has been 
followed—neither chronological nor by 
subject matter. There comes along a 
group of poems by Amy Lowell, T. S.

Eliot, Robert Frost; then up jumps a 
piece by Bertrand Russell on Lord By- 
ron. “How to Suffocate the English 
Language” by Jacques Barzun is next 
door to Henry Morton Robinson’s “Un- 
locking the Door to Joyce.” 
DESPITE THIS HAPHAZARD 
juxtaposition of contents, the book has 
some memorable moments for the read- 
er’s.fond recall. Thomas Wolfe’s “The 
Story of a Novel” reminds us that the 
huge, shaggy Tar Heel Proust described 
the agonies of creation in this contri- 
bution to The Saturday Review. W. 
Somerset Maugham tells how he came 
to write “Rain.” Thomas Mann ana- 
lyzes_ his debt to Freud. Such keepers 
of the philosophic stone as Santayana, 
Dewey, 
thoughts and theories. Albert Einstein 
tells how he came to the theory of rela- 
tivity, Albert Schweitzer offers his 
interpretation of modern morals.

READERS HAVE long 
been familiar with Toynbee’s 
comprehensive sweep of his- 
tory, taking in the distant 
past, the historic present, 
and that future which is a 
projection of past and pres- 
ent, and taking the whole 
world as his parish. Now he 
has essayed to enter a realm 
in which he admits he is no 
master and accordingly he 
writes with becoming mod- 
esty. 

“IT have never been a mis- 
sionary and I have no direct 
personal experience of the 
field of contact between 
Christianity and any of the 
other great living faiths. I 
am not a theologian... I 
write as an historian with a 
Christian upbringing and 
background, and am there- 
fore, from the point of view 
of my readers, an amateur.” 


He knows consequently 
that he is on dangerous 
ground and that some of his 
views will not be acceptable 
to people trained in theology. 
IN THIS SLIM Volume 
—which contains the Hewett 
lectures which he delivered 
to the Andover Newton, the 
Episcopal and Union Theo- 
logical Seminaries in 1955— 
Toynbee passes * over the 
present grim fact that Com- 
munism appears to be mak- 


ing greater headway in pene- ' 


trating the home of three of 
the world’s great religions, 
Asia, than is the Christian 


and Hinduism will want to 
make common cause with 
Christians and Jews against 
the enemy of them all, Com- 
munism. 

He pojnts out that while 
these religions differ widely 
they do agree in such funda- 
mentals as a belief in God 
as a being higher than Man, 
a belief in the rights of man, 
and in the struggle of good 
against evil; whereas Com- 
munism—and~ with it he 
classes’ Nationalism, that 
other secular religion—is the 
offspring of man’s self-cent- 
ered worship of himself and 
his own power. 

His thesis is quite simple. 

In order to be able to form 
this united front of religion 
Christianity needs to slough 
off some of its characteristics 
that have made it historically 
unattractive to its brother 
religionists. 
FIRST OF ALL, tt 
needs to purge itself of its 
Western accessories. “We 
Christians’ tend to treat 
Christianity as if it were 
the tribal religion of our par- 
ticular civilization.” He very 
correctly points out that 
Christianity is not insepara- 
ble from the West, that it 
has always been a gospel not 
just for the West but for the 
whole human race, and that 
there have always been im- 
portant non-Western 
éhurches. 

Next, Christianity needs, he 
says, to try to purge itself 
of the traditional belief in its 
own uniqueness. He finds 
the need for this in the ne- 
cessity to get rid of the ex- 


f 


clusive-mindedness and intol- 
erance which has too often 
marked Christians and which 
he attributes to this belief in 
Christianity’s uniqueness. 

Toynbee’s plea is for a 
peaceful competition between 
religions, with the best one- 
i.e. the one with the fullest 
vision of God—winning out 
in the end as the dominant 
religion of the world. He 
repudiates, however, the idea 
that he is for any loss, or 
watering down, of conviction. 
WHAT HE wants is for 
Christians, among whom he 
numbers himself, to preach 
the essence of their faith 
with charity and humility— 
without fanaticism and ar- 
rogance—and with deed as 
well as word. That essence 
he defines as (1) “a vision 
of God as loving his crea- 
tures so greatly that He has 
sacrificed Himself for their 
salvation”; (2) “a conviction 
that human beings ought to 
follow the example that God 
has set them in His incarna- 
tion and crucifixion”; and (3) 
to act on this conviction as 
far as one is able. 

His hope is—and on this 
he undoubtedly bases his 
hope for a better future for 
the world—that all religions, 
while retaining. their histori- 
cal identities, “will become 
more and more open-minded 
and (what is more important) 
open hearted, toward one an- 
other as the world’s different 
cultural and spiritual heri- 
tages become, in increasing 
measure, the common pos- 
session of all mankind.” 
WHILE THERE are dis- 
putable points it is difficult 
to quarrel with his. main 
thesis. Everyone who longs 


,* 


for the day of world unity 
and brotherhood knows it 
can only be built on a foun- 
dation of mutual love and un- 
derstanding. And it is a fact 
that today’s Christian mis- 
sionaries—most of them if 
not all—ask for nothing more 
in their endeavors across the 
world than a free field in 
which to work, in precisely 
that spirit of peaceful com- 
petition which Dr. Toynbee 
desires. 

But at some points his 
method of sweeping .state- 
ment based on over-simplified 
analysis leads him onto ques- 
tionable and not too valu- 
able territory. Thus he con- 
sistently speaks of Christian- 
ity as a single religion as 
though its Roman Catholic, 
Protestant and Greek Ortho- 
dox divisions were of little 
importance. He refers to the 
Americas simply as having 
been won for “Western 
Christianity,” which reminds 
one of the way mapmakers 
painted both the U.K. and 
India red, meaning British. 

Also, he gives no heed to 
the fact that to a genuine, 
understanding, committed 
Christian his faith is not a 
religion at all. It is rather 
a way of life that has been 
given him by One who came 
to set men free from religion, 
from that is, the fetters of 
religion, whether the fetters 
have the Judaic, the Moslem, 
the Hindu or the Christian 
stamp upon them. 

NOR DOES Toynbee suf- 
ficiently recognize that the 
intolerant and arrogant face 
that Christianity as an organ- 
ized religion has so often his- 
torically shown to the world

Memorable Race 


St. Louis Was the Finish Line 


FASTEST ON THE RIVER, by Manly Wade Wellman. (Henry 


Holt, 234 pgs., $3.95.)

ST. LOUIS WAS THE FINISH LINE of per- 
haps the most memorable race ever run in this country, a 
contest between giants, over the more than 1200-mile course 
up the Mississippi River from New Orleans. The great race 
between the steamboats Robert E. Lee and Natchez which 
began in the afternoon of June 30, 1870, is recreated by Mr. 
Wellman, a brother of the novelist Paul I. Wellman, with a 
considerable illusion of substance, immediacy and excitement. 
He has amassed such a wealth of detail, shaken off the musti- 
ness of history so successfully, and told his story with so 
much affection for the people and the events, that his book 
seems likely to stand as the definitive account. 

The Lee was uncrowned king of the river. Its master was 
Capt. John Cannon, who amassed the fortune to build her by 
turning coat in the Reconstruction and profiteering in the 
cotton trade. The Natchez was built to beat the Lee, at a 
cost of $200,000. It was a grudge fight, all the way. Capt. 
Thomas Paul Leathers, its master, was so ardent a Con- 
federate that he lost his fortune in the conflict of brothers, 
refused to fly the United States flag on any of his boats 


‘ until the election of Grover Cleveland ended the war to his 


personal satisfaction, and wore the Confederate gray to his 
death. He and Cannon, his former employer, did not ‘speak 
when they met on the street. 


THE MISSISSIPPI IS a treacherous river, and the tre- 
mendous heat and pressures built up in the boilers during a 
race added immeasurably to the hazards; many a steamboat 
had blown up before then. Nearly half a million dollars in 
steamboats and 200 lives rode with the racing Lee and Nat- 
chez. Early in the three-day-long battle the Lee sprung a 
leak in a boiler, which threatened an explosion at any minute 
which would’set off the seven other boilers like a string of 
monster firecrackers. But the boat did not slacken speed, 
and at last the leak was plugged by the ingenious device of 
feeding shredded hemp into the intake, to settle and collect 
in the holes, 

But it was none of these chances, fearsome as they were, 
that finally settled the outcome. It was fog, which closed in 
so thick that the river itself could not be seen, and outriders 
had to be sent ahead to feel out the way. The last night out of 
St. Louis, in the worst stretches of the course, Leathers tied 
up to wait out the fog, whereas Cannon carried on. 


HOLIDAY THRONGS ON, STEAMBOATS and 
excursion trains and lining the banks had greeted the boats 
everywhere on their way—bonfires, saluting guns, and fire- 
works. But it was at St. Louis that the Lee, and a few hours 
later the Natchez, received their biggest welcome. A flotilla 
of excursion steamers came out to meet the triumphant Lee, 
and thousands were waiting at the foot of Walnut street 
when it docked. 

It was near the end of the heroic era of steamboating on 
the Mississippi: The last of its glories faded with the 
dying century. Whichever had been the fastest on the river, 
there was no doubt whatever of the position which the race 
between the Natchez and the Robert E. Lee had come to 
occupy in the American legend.

IN THE WAKE OF SOVIET intercontinental missile and 
sputnik successes, this country has become preoccupied with 
science and technology, and with education for these fields, 
to an unprecedented extent. In this new atmosphere such an 
important book as “Soviet Education for Science and Tech- 
nology” deserves national attention. It defines the problems 
we face if we are to meet successfully the Soviet challenge. 
Alexander Korol’s volume is probably the best and most 


, detailed study of Soviet education generally—not only of 


Soviet scientific education—ever published here. Ordinary 
citizens, as well as educators, disturbed about the now 
widely recognized weaknesses of our educational system, will 
find here a treasure house of information on the Soviet edu- 


ational system, information which can be used for con- 


sidering needed changes in our own ways of doing things 
in this field. And, unlike some other studies, it tallies the 
weaknesses as well as strengths of Soviet education. 

Yet, paradoxically and most valuably, the chief conclusion 
of this study is that our key problem does not lie in the 
field of education alone. Our chief problem, it is made very 
clear, is inherent in the difference between a democratic 
and a totalitarian state. How are we to cope with a society 
whose leaders can mobilize all that society’s resources for the 
attainment of those limited goals, primarily military and 
scientific, which those leaders consider paramount? Educa- 
tional mobilization is only one aspect of the total concentra- 
tion of Soviet society. Hence any attempt to meet the Soviet 
challenge only or primarily by changes in the field of 
education must be foredoomed to failure. 

MR. KOROL, a member of the senior research staff of 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology’s Center for Interna- 
tional Studies, devoteg about one third of his study to Soviet 
primary and secondary education and the remainder to Soviet 
higher education. He considers the organization of each 
branch of this system, its curricula, teaching methods, ete. 

He draws his information from the wide array of Soviet 
and non-Soviet sources and, where possible, as in the case 
of college entrance examinations, hé evaluates the relative 
quality of the Soviet and United States systems. He leaves 
no doubt that there is much that is impressive about the 
Soviet education, primarily but not exclusively in its success 
in teaching large numbers of young people far more about 
science and mathematics than our young people normally 
learn or even try to learn. 

Yet Mr. Korol is well aware of the weaknesses and darker 
sides of Soviet education. He discusses, for example, the 
uneven quality of Soviet education, the overloading of teach- 
ers, the fantastic emphasis on engineering training, and the 
“percentomania” that tends to force Soviet teachers to pro- 
mote pupils who have not really mastered the work of a 
given grade or area of study. And there is particular value 
in his presentation of the facts about the “depressed financial 
status of Soviet primary and secondary teachers.” 

American teachers’ salaries are not all they should be, 
but few if any teachers here have to try to get along on the 
American equivalent of the 600 or 800 rubles (at most $150 
to $200) a month on which most Soviet teachers must live. 
MR. KOROL’S BOOK 18 IMBUED with a basic 
understanding of the institutional differences between the 
two societies and a fundamental comprehension of the para- 
mount significance of those differences. Our problem arises 
not from the number of Soviet engineers and scientists, nor 
even their frequently high quality. It arises from the nature 
of Soviet society. As Mr. Korol puts it, “The locus of the 
threat is not Soviet education but Soviet communism.” 

Our difficulty today is not the absolute shortage of scien- 

tists and engineers as so many believe. Recent news items 
have even told of scientists and engineers now looking vainly 
for jobs. If we had equaled the Soviet Union this year by 
graduating 80,000—rather than 31,000—engineers, we would 
probably have a problem of what to do with more than half 
of them. And even if we had graduated 80,000 engineers 
and a comparably large number of scientists, we would still 
have to face the fact that a very large fraction of our ablest 
and smartest’ young graduates would not have gone inte 
engineering or science, but would have prepared themselves 
for potentially more lucrative fields. 
THE POINT ABOUT THE Soviet Union we too 
often miss is this: Its institutional framework is exceedingly 
well contrived to assure, first, that the largest fraction ef 
the most able people goes into science and engineering as 
professional fields and, second, that the energies of those 
able people are directed toward the attainment of those 
production goals Mr. Khrushchev and his colleagues consider 
most vital. Needless to say those goals are primarily related 
to strengthening the Soviet state rather than, as in this 
country, to satisfying the wants of consumers. 

Mr. Korol sums the matter up excellently in his last 
paragraph. Here he points out that we face defeat from the 
Soviet challenge if we continue business as usual, whether 
in education or any other major field of our society, We 
must understand that for our nation’s survival there are 
“indispensable goals” that must be ranked ahead of our 
individual propensities for conspicuous consumption. Only 
when we have that understanding and act on that under- 
standing will we really mobilize our society, including our 
education, to assure that our best abilities are devoted to 
the tasks on which our freedom depends, Nothing less can be 
adequate to meet the Soviet challenge.

“Die Brucke” and the Beginnings of German Expressionism 


By GEORGE McCUE 


IN A’WORKING-CLASS sec- 


tion of ‘Dresden, in 1905, a group of 
artists banded together to strike a blow 
for liberty,’ Their rallying point was 
not one of personal, physical liberty, as 
it was to become at a later period in 
Germany, but for freedom of the idea 
in an existence that had become exces- 
sively proper and well-regulated. 
Germany entered the twentieth cen- 
tury with its Prussian land-owning aris- 
tocracy dominating a.growing industrial 
middle class. German art had drifted 
into a period of movements to which 
became attached such labels as Ideal- 
istic-Romanticism, Objective Naturalism, 


| Lyricism and Impressionism—the latter 


a Teutonic version of the French inno- 
vation. The times were right for the 
oncoming of a handful of brash young- 
esters, chafing under the Prussian Vie- 
torianism, to start rocking the boat, and 
that is what began happening in Dres- 
den in 1905. 

Some of the results are to be seen in 
the exhibition, “German Art in the 
Twentieth Century,” which opens on 
Wednesday at the City Art Museum. 
The spectator who wanders innocently 
into the thick of this display may feel 
an impact in some ways comparable 
with that of getting hit by a truck. It 
first strikes the eye as a big, bright, 
blaring and often rude imposition of 
colors and forms that are not just de- 
rived from nature but violently wrested 
from it. 


THE DRESDEN GROUP grew 
up around Ernst Ludwig Kirchner, the 


son of a professor, who went to Dres- 


den in 1901 to study architecture. Kirch- 
ner had studied painting and print- 
making, and at the Dresden Technical 
School he met Fritz Bleyl and Erich 


Heckel, both of them architeeture stu- 
dents wio also were feeling the tug of 
painting. 


Kirchner became interested in the 
Impressionist theory of color as the 
play of light on surface features of an 
object. At the same time, he felt a 
complete lack of attraction to academic 
styles of painting then current. At- 
tempting to arrive at a more personal 
idea of form, he studied works of Cran- 
ach and other medieval German paint- 
ers. In 1904, he came upon the collec- 


. tions of primitive African and Oceanic 
_ gculptures in the Dresden Museum of 


Ethnology. They had the same stimu- 
lating effect on him that similar works 


‘were having on Picasso at about the 


game time, and had had earlier on Paul 
Gauguin in his South Seag sojourn. 


Kirchner, Bleyl and Heckel began - 


meeting regularly in a studio that 
Kirchner set up, and in a vacant cob- 
bler’s shop near the railroad yards that 
Heckel rented for a workshop. Soon 
they were joined by Karl Schmidt-Rott- 
luff, a friend of Heckel who was also 
beginning to forsake an architectural 


_ career. 


EACH ARTIST. stimulated the 
others, and contributed his own tech- 
nique. Bleyl, who later left the group 


- to become a teacher, was a painter and 


linoleum block print-maker. Kirch- 
ner’s main strength was in woodcuts, 
Heckel was adept at wood sculpture, 
Schmidt-Rottluff at lithography. 

It was Schmidt-Rottluff who came up 
with the name for the group, the 
Kunstlergruppe Brucke, later shortened 
to Die Brucke (the reader is asked to 
provide his own umlaut over the “u”) 
which means The Bridge.

ALMOST EVERY ONE is aware 
ef the growing cry that we find and 
educate every potential scientist in 
America. The central proposal of the 
plan is that these neophyte geniuses 
who are to save us from Russia should 
be subsidized through scholarships pro- 
vided by the Federal . Government. 
Luckily, the proposal in its original 
form, that we should educate only scien- 
tists, has been amended and extended 
to include all able students, whether 
they are science students or not. 

1 think we ought! to anticipate and be 
prepared to act against two possible 
developments. The first is that when 
it comes déwn to appropriating actual 
money for the scholarships fund the 
so-called practical men will step in 
with some such argument as this: “Now, 
look! Let’s not get hysterical. What we 
need is scientists. Very well, let’s pro- 
vide generously for them. But, after 
all, the Federal Government isn’t Santa 
Claus. Let’s educate the people we 
have to have. The others can take care 
of themselves as they have done in the 
past.” Can you hear it? 

The second possible development, pre- 
suming that the scholarship appropri- 
ation actually will include provision for 
non-science students, is this: We will 
continue to educate our scientists and 
the others (let’s call them humanists) in 
exactly’ the same way we have up ‘to 
now. And if that is going to happen,

In 1906, three other painters joined 
Die Brucke—Emil Nolde, who was about 
15 years older than the others; Max 
Pechstein and Cuno Amiet, a Swiss. In 
1910, Otto Mueller became a member. 
Axel Gallen-Kallela a Finn, and Kees 
Van Dongen of Holland completed the 
group. 


THE FIRST EXHIBITION, in 
1906, went almost unnoticed. Tighten- 
ing up its organization, the group made 
Heckel, who had useful connections, its 
business manager. He persuaded a 
lighting fixture manufacturer to let Die 
Brucke use his display room for ex- 
hibitions of paintings and prints, which 
were arranged among the hanging chan- 
deliers. This show, too, aroused no 
public response. 


But in 1907, the response to a third 
exhibition held in the Richter Gallery 
on a main street was all that a resurgent 
group of artists could desire. It brought 
outbursts of scorn and ridicule—not so 
much from the public as from older 
artists, and these included some who 
earlier had been resurgents themselves 
in one of the numerous German seces- 
sionist groups. 


Die Brucke production was largely 
concentrated in the cobbler shop studio. 
The place is described by Bernard S. 
Myers, in his recent book, “The German 
Expressionists.” 


“The store-studio atmosphere on the 
Berliner Strasse was thick with tobacco 
smoke and hectic discussions on art, 
philosophy and politics, while proof 
sheets were strewn all over the floor, 
their color in strong contrast to the 


hand-carved furniture and wall decora-. 


tions. Production was just as hectic, 
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and it was not unusual for one of the 
brethren to get up during the hight to 
put an idéa on the lithographic stone, 
pull a few proofs, and go on to some- 
thing else or go back to bed. In the 
same way and with the same feverish 
attitude other graphic processes: wood- 
cut, etching, etc., were practiced, the 
men rushing from one pictorial idea to 
another, more interested in growing and 


experimenting than in the finished 
works.” 


THE EARLY STYLE of the group 
was a fairly loose, delicate treatment 
reminiscent of French Impressionism, 


Paul Gauguin and Vincent van Gogh, 
both_of whom rejected prettyness of 
surface and put stress on space relation- 
ships, had profound effects on the 
young German artists. The directness 
of the woodcut, which quickly com- 
municated itself to German painting 
style, produced a bold, stark, intense 
expression of dynamic forces, sensed 
behind outward appearances, The fully 
developed Brucke style, attained by 
1910, was in terms of shrilly dissonant 
color, hard and masterfully drawn con- 
tours, and subject matter taken from 
the often harsh realities of city life. 


Die Brucke prints and painting were 
the beginnings of German Expression- 
ism, a term that now covers a broad 
range of art but which has as its cen- 
tral idea the artistic projection of an 
emotion as a visual experience. 

Members of Die Brucke all had moved 
to Berlin by 1911, but they remained in- 
tact for two more years. After 1913, 
they went separate ways, each develop- 
ing a style that remained consistent 


' with the original Brucke ideas.

On the Pressing Need for Educating Humanists 


prove our chances of killing the other 
fellow, or at least threatening to, thus 
increasing our own chances of living. 
But living for what? 

Scientism, unbalanced, out of touch 
with humanism, and socially irrespon- 
sible, has given us marvelous drugs, 
extraordinary playthings, wonderful la- 
bor-saving devices—and it also has us at 
the mouth of the air-conditioned cave, 
One more impersonal, scientific nudge, 
and in we go. 


THE WORLD HAS for more than 
half a century half-educated its scien- 
tists. We have turned out men with 
minds too easily satisfied with immedi- 
ate relationships. We have produced 
experts who, with some notable excep- 
tions, insist on halting their grudging 
syntheses short of the point which the 
experience of man suggests that they 
should strive to reach: The welfare of 
man as a human being, with soul as 
well as body, not merely a social ani- 
mal. .It is inevitable that a good num- 
ber of readers will immediately think of 
a particular scientist who is not so lim- 
ited. I can think of one myself. That 
does not change the over-all picture. If 
the caves were ready we would be in 
them now. 


The case for the humanists is clear. 
We must have them in quality and 
quantity to balance the scientists, to 
hold the culture we have, to move it 
forward. A culture dominated by sci- 
ence may have been the wonderful 
dream of a large number of intelligent 
men during the last half of the nine- 
teenth century and of a lesser number 
in our time. Today we are close enough 
to that situation as a fact te get an idea 
of. what we are in for.: It is hard to be- 
lieve that even the scientist can face the 
prospect without revulsion. : 

But this leads to the second possi- 
bility. _Let’s suppose that there are 
enough clear-sighted people in positions 
where it counts to bring about. equal 
education for humanists, What have the 
humanists done recently? 


THE UNFORTUNATE FACT: 


is that the scientists are not alone in

being half-educated; the humanists are 
in the same boat. When they have not 
been unaware of what the scientists 
were doing they have frequently been 
indifferent to it. The humanists remain 
incapable of communicating with the 
scientists or of understanding them and, 
consequently, incapable of co-operating 
with them viably to make the life they 
are protecting worth saving. So far as 
I can see, we are hell bent on perpetu- 
ating the error. 

This is not to suggest that in the fol- 
lowing paragraphs I have the marve- 
lously simple little answer. In a sense, 
there is no answer, but there are direc- 
tions in which we can move. I have 
been teaching for more than 25 years. 
I have taught hundreds of scientists, but 
I haven’t taught them much, They are 
a separate breed of cat. They show an 
almost unanimous disinterest in liter- 
ature and philosophy. When I say that 
we must educate our future scientists 
to a sense of their social responsibility 
and their place in the brotherhood I am 
perfectly well aware that it has already 
been tried. And by and large it has 
failed. We've got to try harder, start 
sooner and keep at it longer, perhaps, 
and be more intelligent in our way of 
going about it. 

IN THE SAME WAY, the hu- 
manist is scarcely more malleable than 
the scientist. dislike for mathe- 
matics, physics, and chemistry is quite 
as strong as the scientist's revulsion for 
literature, Coupled with this dislike is 
something that appears to be a consti- 
tutional ineptitude for dealing with 
numbers and formulas. It is difficult to 
say whether or not such a reaction 
is largely psychological, conditioned 
through the years by the attitudes of his 
arts teachers. My own inability to un- 
‘derstand or to be intensely interested in 
scientific matters has, I think, some such 
origin. Friends in my field have told 
me much the same thing. Whatever 
the reason, the situation must be faced

Francescatti Soloist 
Solti Continues Beethoven Cycle 


ZINO FRANCESCATTI, French violinist, will make 
his eighth appearance as guest soloist with the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra and Georg Solti will remain ag guest 
conductor for concerts Thursday evening at 8:40 and Friday 
afternoon at 2 o'clock, the third of the Beethoven Cycle 
programs, in the Kiel Auditoriim Opera House.

FRANCESCATTI PLAYED the Beethoven concerto 
in his musical debut at the age of 10 in Marseilles, his 
native city.. He made his first American appearance with the 
New York Philharmonic in 1939, and since then has toured 
this country every year. Two rather romantic honors have 
been recently accorded him. The French government made 
him an officer in the Foreign Legion last year, and, because 
he completed his concert schedule in Israel last season in 
spite of the outbreak of fighting there, a forest on the 
hills of Judea has been named after him.

Classical Records

A NEW RECORDING of the Brahms First Symphony 
by the Philharmonic Orchestra of London with Otto Klemp- 
erer conducting is one of the best ever made and in every 
respect. Such an opinion, of course, is influenced by one’s 
own preference. I believe that Klemperer’s broad and lofty 
treatment, which necessarily requires slower tempi than 


directions and the nature of the music. In any case the per- 
forfmance has an unassailable authority. The introduction to 
the first movement is extraordinary for its sustained pro- 
pulsion and its closely woven texture. In fact the whole 
symphony is perfectly integrated from start to finish and 
in a way that would not be possible except with a virtuoso 
ensemble minutely responsive to the most exacting technical 
control, Finally the reproduction is brilliant without being 
strident and it is faithful to all the instrumental colors in- 
volved. (Angel, One 12-inch LP.) 


THREE RECORDINGS of the Mahler G Major Sym- 
phony No. 4 have been released within the last six months 
and all have commendable features. The latest, by the Phil- 
harmonia Orchestra under Paul Kletzki, is soundly conceived, 
beautifully played and deserves special consideration because 
of the solo performance by Emmy Loose in the final move- 
ment. The fourth symphony is by far the most genial of 
Mahler’s big symphonic works. (Angel, One 12-inch LP.) 
THE WIENIAWSKI VIOLIN CONCERTO No. 
2 in D is primarily a show-piece but artistic sensibility 
always makes itself felt even in the shallowest kind of ex- 
hibitionistic scoring. So it is in the recorded performance 
by Isaac Stern with the Philadelphia Orchestra under Eugene 
Ormandy. Not that Wieniawski’s score is completely empty; 
it contains a number of pretty melodies which Stern plays 
with maximum effectiveness. The recording must still be 
recommended largely because of the brilliant technical per- 
formance of all concerned. The second side is filled by 
equally striking performances of the Saint-Saens Introduc- 
tion and Rondo Capriccioso and Ravel's “Tzigane.” (Colum- 
bia, One 12-inch LP.) 


JACOB LATEINER AND PAUL BADURA- 
SKODA*P a pair of the better young pianists now playing 
before international audiences, have recorded Beethoven's 
“Emperor” and G Major Piano concertos in the order named. 
The Vienna State Orchestra conducted by Armando Alibert 
and Hermann Scherchen performs in both recordings. (West- 
minster, One 12-inch LP.) The piano reproduction is better 
in the “Emperor” than in the G Major; but in both instances 
the young artists communicate broader, more obvious values 
of the music quite persuasively. 


THE JUILLIARD STRING QUARTET gives” 
two other fine performances of classic works in their re- 
cently released recording of Haydn’s Quartet in C Major, 
Opus 71 No. 1 and the Quartet in G Major Opus 77 No. 1. 
The parts are all clearly delineated and beautifully balanced.

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‘Sound’ and Fury — 


More on Stereophonic Quality 


By MANUS SASONKIN 
A NUMBER OF READERS have protested against 
recent remarks in this space about stereophonie sound. 
They imply that the point of view here expressed was that 
of a Philistine, unalterably opposed to progress; that it 
evinced a formidable ignorance of electronics; that it re 
flected an incapability of identifying realistic sounds. 

The eloquence and unbri@led passion of some. of these 
correspenderts not only attests to the genuineness of thetr 
convictions, but convey an assurance that the champions of 
stereophoniec sound are enthusiastic, literate and by no 
means devoid of wit. As one wno deplores critical restraint, 
I should like to examine the protests and to restate some of 


the points that seem to need emphasizing about this new 
kind of reproduction. 


THERE CAN BE NO major quarrel with stereophonic 
sound. Although I am not at all dazzled by its brilliance 1 
do regard it as a substantial advance over conventional radio 
reproduction. And although stereophonic sound is still, by 
no stretch of tolerance, concert room sound, I am willing 
to accept it, without prolonged grumbling, as the closest 
substitute currently available. 

But before stereophonie sound can be taken seriously by 
the musical public, it must be put to some valid use. At 
present, it has been largely wasted on blatant trivia, and 
therein lies the grievance. 

One correspondent observed that the demonstration phono- 
graph records of 1912 were also gaudy. What a comfort, what 
a source of pride, to learn that in 45 years we have shown 
ourselves incapable of improving our esthetic standards by 
so much as a degree! To justify present misdeeds by citing 
those of the very infancy of musical reproduction is to miss, 
and even avoid, the point of what now concerns us. 


FOR MY PART, I would rather listen to a 20-year-old 
recording of a Beethoven Symiphony on a hand-cranked vic- 
trola with a cactus needle than to some of the high fidelity 
sound effects and tawdry music now in vogue. Pyrotechnics 
are temporarily interesting as a novelty, but they become 
boring. At the moment, stereophonic sound is going through 
a pyrotechnical juvenile delinquency. It will, undoubtedly, 
outgrow this irksome phase, and it needs to have every en- 
couragement to do so. 

The correspondents were correct in one matter: I am an 
electronics dunce. The verbal jungle of decibels, cartridges, 
tweeters and upper partials is for those who are more 
interested in the technicalities than in what they produce 
and this sort of jargon tends to get out of hand. : 


PEOPLE WHO LIKE music for its own sake are 
more interested in what comes out of a radio than what 
goes into it. The technological data I leave gladly to those 
competent to handle them, with the hope that they do so 
modestly. After all, the layman is content to regard surgery 
which has had more far-reaching effects upon mankind than 
stereophonic sound, a8 a specialized skill of which he is 
aware only as a means toward a higher end. Audiences in 
surgical amphitheaters are generally composed of physicians 
bent upon professional betterment, rather than medical hob- 
byists ogling at a particularly deft employment of a Number 
Two scalpel. 3 

Were standards of some stereophonic sound devotees ap- 
plied to surgery, the public would display more interest in 
the mechanics of an operation than in the life it is presum- 
ably saving. The consequences of such an attitude could be 
far-reaching, but not in the direction of laudable results. 

Now, as to the gentleman who Suggested that I equip my 
three cats with earmuffs. (This had to do with my complaint 
that the animals reacted painfully to a rather shattering 
reproduction of Times Square sounds at midnight on New 
Year’s Eve.) Stereophonic sound, it would seem, was conceived 
as a means of enhancing pleasure. If it is going to inflict 
suffering, even upon pet cats—which, incidentally, sat 
through the clamor of “Wozzeck” and “Le Sacre du Prin- 
temps” at full volume—it ought to be clearly labeled “For

basketball team chased a little 
man all over the field house 
last night and never did catch 
on to him, or his ways.

Motor Cargo, Inc.,. a major 
trucking company serving 13 
states, will open its new 
000 motor freight terminal to- 
morrow in the Conduit Indus- 
trial Redevelopment Corpora- 
tion area, east of Broadway on 
East Grand avenue, G. Jd. 
Nooney & Co, reports. 

This will. be the second ma- 
jor motor freight terminal to 
locate in the 230-acre tax-con- 
cession area during the past 
year.

St. Louisan’s Story 


F Grandpa's Farm Ambassador Francis’s Valet Gives 
Dramatic Eyewitness Account in 
Letters Now Being Catalogued by 
The Missouri Historical Society 


THIS WORLD is such a busy place that there is little 
time or opportunity in it for looking back; yet now and then 
come magical moments when we are transported across 
the years to childhood. 


Not always, however, is it easy to 
identify the sight or 
sound that casts this 
strong nostalgic spell; the 
eolor of the sky on a 
warm April morning, the 
smell of burning leaves 
in the October twilight, 
hound-music across the 
-hills on a June night. 

There was an evening 
during the Christmas hol- 
iday when some errand 
took me to Caledonia in 
the hour of dusk. After 
a day of overcast the sky 
had cleared and now the 
stars hung close above 
the village and there was 
a touch of frost in the 
air. Over toward the 
west, the planet Venus 
glowed like a beacon 
hung there in space, with a vast distance stretching away 
behind her, Lights were going on in the windows of stores 
and homes that crowd close to the single street. The air 
was pungent with wood smoke from many fires. Quite sud- 
denly I was transported back to Christmas holidays of boy- 
hood, more than 40 years age. 

It was a season to which I always looked forward, espe- 
elally in the years after we moved te the city. Once 
Christmas day was past, I invariably went to spend the 
week until New Year's at Grandpa Hall’s house in Potosi. 


In those days we called this division of the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad the “Iron Mountain”— 
for the mines north of Ironton had been an early 
terminus of the line. There were no hooting. 
diesels, but a fire-apitting steam engine with a 
wailing whistle and great wheels that flashed 
sparks when the brakes were set for each station. 
If it happened to be the weekend when I made 
the trip, the stops at Pevely and Hematite nicked 
up workers going home te Ozark towns from the 
lead plant at Hereulaneum and the glass works at 
Crystal City. These fellows were known as the 
“Down Home Roys” and if the atmosphere af the 
eoaches had been reserved before they came 
aboard, the mood soon changed, for there was 
generally a bottle circulating. 


AT THIS TIME OF YEAR it was dark when we came 
to Mineral Point and changed for the four-mile run on the 
Petesi Branch, with its well-polished engine and combina- 
tien baggage car and dimly lit coach. Sometimes if he 
wasn't out on a call, Grandpa Hall would be waiting at the 
station with old Sally hitched to the surrey; but oftener I 
caught a ride down to town on the hotel hack. There were 
ne street lamps in Potosi in those days—no neon signs and, 
in fact, no electricity. But there was star light and a warm 
yellow glow from lamps in every window—and the won- 
derful smell of hickory and oak burning in a hundred wood 
stoves. 


Suppertime was long past when we got to the 
house, but there was always something waiting in 
the kitchen; cold sausage and hot corn-bread with 
sorghum molasses, fresh milk and a thick slice of 
apple pie. The household at Grandpa Hall's dur- 
ing these years consisted of himself—known across 
500 miles of Ozark country as Doe Lem—and my 
Great-aunt Lucy and generally a boarding school 
teacher or some young country fellew working his 
way through high school by taking eare of the 
saddle mares and doing the other chores. 


BED-TIME CAME EARLY in winter at Grandpa Hall’s 
house, for the simple reason that getting-up time also came 
early. But for an hour or so we sat in the living-room 
while I brought Aunt Lucy up to date on the doings of the 
young Halls and Doc Lem perused his farm journals—for 
he was farmer as well as doctor. Then it was time for 
evening prayer; a custom long vanished from the American 
scene. Each evening before bed-time the family gathered 
and every member old enough to read had his Bible, I 
don't know whether Doe Lem took the chapters in order 
er according to the season or his mood. But I do know 
that on those evenings we read, verse by verse around 
the family circle, much of both Old and New Testaments; 
and afterward knelt beside our chairs for prayer. On the 
living-room table, I well recall, was a big kerosene lamp 
with a large globe of red glass into which was etched a 
band of white angels. Sometimes when the prayer lasted 
longer than usual, those angels seemed to move in a kind 
of stately dance—just as I'd catch myself falling asleep. 

Those holidays were wonderful times; of chickens to 
feed, a cow to milk, old Sally to curry each morning, long 
hikes to the farm to follow the tracks of cottontalils across 
the snow. All it takes to bring back such memories to me 
is the smell of wood smoke along the street of a country 
town.

IN THE FOUR troubled decades since the convulsive up- 
heaval of the Russian Revolution, millions of carefully-edited 
words and tailored phrases have drawn precise pictures ef its 


brutality. 
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Yet no report of the Bolshevik revolt which overthrew the 
moderate government of Alexander Kerensky, opening the way 
for the growth of modern Communism, was more picturesque 
than that of an unlettered St. Louis Negro who exchanged the 
safety of a Maryland avenue mansion for the terror and mas- 
sacre which the revolutionists breught to Petrograd. 


Philip Jordan was not an im- 
portant man as the world 
counts success. He wag a serv- 
ant. Yet when the strange 
web of circumstance led him 
into the cauldron where a new 
era in man’s story was taking 
shape, he suddenly became an 
historian. Often admitting his 
terror, he nevertheless seemed 
to savor the frightening times 
with fascination and wonder. 


Philip Jordan’s historical 
account was scrawled with 
lead pencil or seratchy pen 
in letters which he addressed 
to the wife of his employer, 
David R. Francis, former St. 
Louis mayor, Missouri gév- 
ernor and United States See- 
retary of the Interior. When © 
Francis became Ambassador 
to Russia in 1916, Mrs. Fran- 
cis, for various reasons, did 
net accompany him and 
later, hecause of the Revolu- 
tion, it was eonsidered wise 
for her not to join him there 
at all. 


And so it was that Jane 
Perry Francis, at home in St. 
Louis, received the news not 
only in her husband's letters 
but from the scrawled, poorly- 
punctuated but news-packed 
notes from the valet, a slight, 
light-skinned man at Ambassa- 
dor Francis’s side. 

Jordan had been in the em- 
ploy of the Francis family, ex- 
cept for a brief period, since 
joining the staff at the Execu- 
tive mansion in Jefferson City 


in 1889, Engaging, friendly, 
courteous, ingenious, he goon 
became an important figure in 
the Francis. household and 
served the family until his 
death in 1941, when he was 73 
years old. 


With no formal education, 
he had been taught to write 
by Mrs. Francis, and to her he 


sent frequent eommuniques 
from the bleody streets of 
Petrograd. 


His letters, preserved among 
the Francis papers now bel 
catalogued at the Mi 
Historical Seciety by Mrs. Clin- 
ton A. Bliss, were colorful—itf 
somewhat poorly - composed— 
reports, but they could scarce- 
ly have proved comforting te 
the anxidus household in St, 
Louis. 

He wrote of murders, starva- 
tion, and the nearness of 
danger with an adventurous 
spirit. But throughout his let- 
ters is threaded a touching 
solicitude for the “Gov,” an 
iron loyalty which forced him 
to think of his employer's 
safety long before fearing for 
his own, 

On Sept. 19, 1917, a short 
time before the Bolsheviks 
seized the reins ef govern- 
ment, he wrote: 

“Your letter dated July 9th 
arrived yesterday. I am writ- 
ing you again with lead pencil 
because I am away out here 
in the eountry with the Am- 
bassador and the Red Cross 
Commission and have no ink 
and pen. You asked if the Gov 
and I ever get lonesome. The 
Gov said that we might if we 
could ever get the time. The 
Gov is awful busy, hardly had 
time for anything. He is just 
as well as he ever was in all 
his life. Now and then I get 
him to stop long enough te ge 
to the golf links but it is an 
awful hard job. ¥ will brin 
the Ford around and then te 
the Gov that it is a beautiful 
day, please come and ge ov 
to the club. All right, I wil 
be ready .in ten minutes. I 
will wait twenty minutes and 
no Governor. I will go baek 
to the office where he hag ten 
or fifteen men. I am all ready, 
Governor, please come. He 
will say, well gentlemen, you 
must excuse me because there 
is nothing for me te do but 
go with Phil... . 

“They have ordered a ghip- 
load of groceries from America 
and if it does arrive I think it 
will be the means of gaving a 
good many lives this winter, I 
believe there will be more peo- 
ple starve to death here in 
Petrograd than they will kill 
with bullets. It does certainly 
look mighty bad right now and 
think what it will when she 
drops to 38 and 40 below. The 
Gov was reading Mr. J.D.P. 
Francis’ letter te me about the 
Gov getting blewn up by a 
bomb. I am glad to tell you not 
yet but soon. Excuse slang. The 
Gov and I have been killed so 
many times in the last twelve 
months that we are getting 
used to it. 


“Some days and night you 
will see on the Nevs

fighting I counted in a half a 
block 28 dead horses. When the 
Cossacks made their charge 
the soldiers began to pump the 
machine gung and you could 


see men and horses falling on. 


all sides. After the dead was 
earried away it was quiet again 
we all went te bed. 


“Well at 5 minutes to 12 the 
guns and cannons began to roar 
again. I jumped out of bed and 
rushed to the Winter Palace 
bridge, and oh such a sight! 
The Bolsheviks had started to 
come on this side of town and 
the soldiers was waiting for 
them at the foot of the bridge. 
Just as they was about on the 
middie of the bridge the sol- 
dierg opened fire with machine 
guns and cannons. It was one 
@rand sight. The sky was full 
of the prettiest fireworks you 


ever saw. You know during a 


revolution or any kind of fight- 
ing everybody has to lay flat 
en bo Re om I was laying 
flat behind the man that was 
pumping the machine gun... . 
“One week ago the Gov and 
I went to the Nicolie Station 
to see Dr, Billings off who has 
left for America. While we 
were at the station thousands 
and thousands of soldiers was 
coming out ef the station. They 
had just arrived from the front. 
The report was that Genl. 
Kornilov was ceming to take 
charge of the government. They 
marched out to the end of the 
Nevsky, where they began to 
dig trenches. Just think of 
orang trenches in the heart 
ef the city. Something hap- 
pened that Genl. Kornilov did 
not carry out his part, so it did 
not take place. If this had tak- 
en place it would have been 
awful. I will not write any 
more. The Gov wants me to go 
home now, 80 will close. 
“Very Resp., Philip.” 
Then came the iniquitous 
“10 days that shook the world.” 
Jordan's scribbled and awkward 
words and phrases reflected the 
intensified terror, 
sent bleak tidings in 


time lost his head or his nerve, 
There is so much of this going 
on all the time that you hardly 
pay any attention to it.

right at this time I don’t 
know what we would do be- 
cause we can’t get out. We 
are like a rat'in a trap. The 
Bolsheviks have torn up all 
the railroads. I can’t tell but 
this Ford might be a life 
saver. All the business 
houses and banks are closed. 
The city is pitch dark. At 
times we have only tallow 
candles for light. The plants 
have no coal and very little 
wood, . >. >. 


“Please tell Miss Annie that 
I received her long and inter- 
esting letter that she wrote to 
me and I want to thank Miss 
Annie ever so much for it. I 
will answer it by the next 
pouch if the Germans, the Bol- 
shik or the Zeps don’t get us.” 

Within a few days, the duti- 
ful Jordan found an hour of 
quiet to write in pencil on em- 
bossed embassy stationery to 
Mrs. Francis’s cousin, Miss 
Annie Pulliam. 

“If the Ambassador gets out 
of this mess with our life we 
will be awful lucky. Right 
through here you can’t tell at 
what minute you will be killed, 
These crazy people are kill- 
ing each other just like we swat 
flies at home .. . After Hving 
in a wild country like thig for 
18 menths it makes you feel 
like there is only two decent 
places to live—one is Heaven 
and the other is America. We 
have no government, no law 
and no protection of any kind.” 


“I have just received a tele- 
phone (call) from a friend of 
mine to come at once to the 
Marinsky Palace Square. They 
are going to have a big battle. 
The cannons and machine guns 
are passing the Embassy. Good- 
bye. Philip.” 

There was an equally grim 
note in his next letter, ad- 
dressed to Mrs. Francis and 


dated five days before Christ- 
mas, 1917. 

“This is to let you know that 
we are still alive but cannot 
tell how long we will be. Do 
you know that at present 
Petrograd is the same as 
Berlin? This town is full of 
Germans strutting around the 
streets as proud as peacocks, 


“If I ever see you again 
and can remember I will give 
you some awful interesting 
information. I am al] packed 
up ready to fly at a minute’s 
notice, At times I wish that 
the Ambassador did not have 
so much of that Kentucky 
blood in him and then may- 
be he would not take such 
ehances. ... The railroads 
are all on a strike and it is 
almost impossible to get out 
that way.” 


Then, remembering that his 
letter might be unduly troub- 
ling, the faithful servant added: 

“This is not to frighten you 
but simply to let you knew just 
what the situation is. ...A 
Merry Christmas and a happy 
New Year to all of you. With 
my very best wishes, Respt., 
Philip. 

Adventurous spirit that he 
was, Philip Jordan declared in 
his next letter that while things 
had quieted down a little, “‘it 
makes us all feel a little lone- 
some not to hear the cannons 
and machine guns any more.” 
However, intense cold—18 be- 
low zero—and snow piled eight 
to 10 feet in the streets brought 
the beleaguered people a sub- 
stitute misery, coupled with 
the now-familiar hunger and 
want. 

But troubles with the Bol- 
sheviks did not lessen and on 
Jan. 17 Jordan reported to 
Mrs. Francis: 


“Today is the day that the 


Constituent Assembly will 
open, It ia now 3:30 p.m. 
and it has nat opened. 

1l am. a crowd ef about 
2000 with banners reading 
long live the assembly was 
fired on just one block from 
the Embassy and ever so 
many was killed, I have just 
returned from the atreet 


their lives. I could count at 
least 10 dead ones but the 
machine guns was turned in 
my direction and just about 
this time I had business at 
the Embassy.... 


“Do you know that the 
American amb, is now the 
Dean? The English ambassador 
has gone home so that leaves 
the American Ambassador at 
the head. This Bolshevik gov- 
ernment has threatened two or 
three times to arrest the Gov. 
Of course by this time you 
know all about the arrest of 
the Roumanian Ambassador. 
Things are getting worse in- 
atead of better... 

“TIT can hear the eannons 
rearing. People are running by 
the Embassy. The vy best 
luck to you all. Respt., Philip. 

“A soldier has just fell dead 
across the gtreet. Philip.” 

On Feb. 12, Jordan wrote 
that the Ambassador “is well 
and is still alive.” 


Fighting continued and the 
news sent from Petrograd to 
St. Louis was as bleak as the 
Russian winter. The Bolsheviks 
were now preparing to move 
the seat of government from 
Petrograd te Moscow and Am- 
bassador Francis—refusing to 
give up and go home, yet un- 
able for diplomatic reasons to 
follow the revoluntionists to 
Moscow, established a new 


Embassy at Vologda, half-way 
point between Moscow and 
Archangel. 


And so Philip's next letter, 
mingling stark tragedy with 
the optimism of a blithe spirit, 
was postmarked from Vologda 
on March 9. 

“We left Petrograd on a 
Tuesday night and the next 
day the Germans began to 
bombard the city with air- 

lanes. We did not get out one 

our too soon. Poor Petrograd 
and the people. The people are 
starving.” 


But at the temporary Em- 
bassy city, Ambassador Francis 
had been givén the use of what 
Philip termed — “oh my what 
a dandy house.” There were 
beautiful churches, the climate 
was good and the sun was 
shining. 

Still there was fear of Ger- 
man occupation, and the Am- 
bassador was continuing his ef- 
forts to bring some semblance 
of harmony in that troubled 
corner of the world. 

The strain was too much 
even for a man of Francis’s 
vigor, however, and in April, 
two years after his departure 
from the United States, his 
valet had bad news for the 
family at home. The Ambassa- 
dor was ill and Philip added 
nursing duties to his other re- 
sponsibilities. 

Late in April, Jordan wrote 
to Mrs, Francis: 


“Thursday the Siamese 
minister told me that the 
photographer was coming at 
4 p.m. to take some pictures.

I said that will be very nice. 
He gaid you have the Am- 
bassader ready wil) you. I 
teld him that the Ambagggtior 
would not be well enough ‘te 
leave his room. He said so 
you think it would be against 
the doctor’s orders. I said: it 
would not only be against the 
deeter’s ordera but strictly 
against mine... . I am-siire 
by the time you get thig-Tet- 
ter the Ambassador will be 
well again.” ~~ 


But Jordan’s optimism was 
unfounded, for the Ambassa- 
dor’s illness became critical. 
His valet nursed him through 
a dangerous journey—the ffight 
to Archangel. 

“We arrived at Archangel 
after 36 hours on the train,” 
Jordan wrote Sept. 8 “We 
stayed three days, thefi the 
Ambassador found it was too 
warm under the Bolsheviks so 
he chartered two ships and one 
terpede boat and we were off 
for Murmansk. ... After 48 
hours on the White Sea we ar- 
rived at Candelask (possibly 
Khantaisk) where we stayed 
two days. 


“Then the Ambassador and 
18 others all piled in bexcars 
and went to Murmansk by rail 
over the roughest R.R. I ever 
was on except the Missouri and 
North Arkansas. I had 6 in niy 
a to cook for and only a 
small spirit lamp to cook OD -s: 
I would wait until the tain 
would stop to take wood, n 
eoal or water. Then I woure 
run from car to car with eéfn 
beef sandwich, hardtacks and 
coffee... 

“By the way, do you know 
that this is away up north and 
it gets just a little chilly, 50 
and 60 below zero is nothing:” 

As the Ambassador’s health 
continued to fail, physicians 
recommended an operation and 
suggested it be performed at 
the United States Naval Hos- 
pital at Strathpepper, Scotland. 
It was from there that Mrs. 
Francis received Jordan's ac- 
count of the perilous journey. 

“We struck the worst gale 
that any ship ever went through 
without being wrecked. For 
five days we fought that gale 
. .». The captain told me the 
wind was blowing 90 miles an 
hour.” , 

Jordan himself was seasick. 
The Ambassador grew worse 
until the dangerous trip ended 
in Scotland. A happy and re- 
lieved servant sent back word 
that his beloved “Gov"»-was 
muth better and his Christmas 
greetings were joyous. He-and 
his employer then went to Paris 
where peace negotiations ‘Wére 
going on, and thence to Wash- 
ington. os 

From Washington, Jordans 
wrote the last letter of th 
series—this one to someone not 
in the Francis household. . 

“We arrived in Boston Har 
bor at 6:20 Sunday morning, 
February 24th. At 10:30 Mon 
day morning the President ana 
Mrs. Wilson took the lead, thes 
the American Ambassador to 
Russia, Hon. D. R. Francis, thep 
on down the line. ... . 


“We arrived in Washinxtan: 
at 4:20 a.m. Eight o’ sleek. 
after the President had 
ished breakfast, he left -fer 
the White House... . I want 
te tell you that this traveling 
with the President of the 
United States is the life. I 
mever had the pleasure of 
being with anyone that was 
so pleasant as both President 
=A Mrs, Wilson.” ' 


Another chapter was added 
to a modest man’s life. At-th¢ 
World's Fair in St, Louis. ig 
1904, he had served Theodor 
Roosevelt, Grover Clevelan 
William H.

employer. In Russia, he had 
seen the Czar. In London, he 
met the King and Queen, And 
he had hejped on the ship 
which brought home the -Anw 
or and President Wilsern 
from Paris. poe 
In Washington, he was fhe 
luncheon guest of President 
Wilson's valet at the Whi 
House. a 
“Now,” said Philip Jordan, 
“T am satisfied. I think I have 


seen my share of the world aid 


its great men.”

~- WE LEARN FROM HISTORY that we learn nothing

IF WE HUMAN BEINGS 
are ever to learn what the 
moon is made of, we must per- 
fect a method of getting a 
space rocket back into the 
earth’s atmosphere without its 
burning up. 

President Eisenhower showed 
a partial solution, a _ blunt- 
shaped nose cone for the 
rocket, and space engineers 
think they can coat a rocket 
with* teflon, a strong plastic, 
and let it burn away as a pro- 
tective blanket. 

If these things prove prac- 
tical, the way is set for the 
most ingenious pick-up and de- 
livery service ever designed. In 
brief, we could fire one rocket 
to collide with the moon and 
blast away part of its surface, 
and a second rocket to scoop 
up the flying-debris and bring 
samples back to earth. 


The whole thing is pos- 
sible, although it would be 
a gigantic undertaking. Aside 
from the value to science of 
such a project, it is very 
probable it would have a 
tremendous economic value. 
Suppose we discovered that 
the moon could furnish us 
with rare minerals which are 
scarce on earth? After the 
first trip we could mine the 
moon on a regular schedule. 


Let’s look into some details.

Once this first trip is com- 
pleted, the next step would be 
to launch the pick-up system. 
We could fire a rocket directly 
at the moon and equip it with 
an atomic warhead. Even a 
nominal atom bomb would 
blast several thousand tons of 
material loose from the moon's 
surface, and the burst could 
easily be seen from earth. 

In fact, the blast alone would 
be valuable because we could 
train large cameras on it from 
earth and, by spectrographic 
analysis, learn a great deal of 
the chemical content of the 
debris. 


But that’s where the in- 
genuity of Krafft A. Ehricke 
of the Convair Corp. comes 
in. He has proposed that a 
few moments after the blast 
we zip a moon-orbitting 
rocket through the debris 
and let it scoop up the flying 
material, then return it to 
earth. 


If the plan was successful, 
then within four days after the 
blast research scientists would 
be analyzing actual chunks of 
the moon’s surface layer; coup- 
ling their results with the 
analysis by spectrograph, we 
would know as much about the 
moon’s minerals as we know 
about earth's. 

And if there are scarce ma- 
terials present — those which 
we are rapidly depleting on 
earth—there may come a time 
when governments will have to 
find the funds to mine the 
moon as a necessity.

PUBLICATION of the Motion Picture Herald’s list of top 
box-office stars as polled among exhibitors, brought the re- 
mark from Frank Henson, manager of Loew's State Theater 
here, that there are very few stars whose names insure a box- 
office gross at a certain figure, regardless of the quality of the 
picture. In other words, that while the stars may have un- 
doubted drawing power, the financial returns vary according 
to how the public likes the picture itself. 


“I would say that only Elvis Presley, Clark Gable, 
and possibly Pat Boone could draw big regardless of 
the quality of the picturé,” Frank said. “In the old 
days, it was different. We ordered a couple of Garbos, 
a couple of Gables, a couple of Crawfords and so on, 
before they were finished or even started, knowing 
we could absolutely depend upon a certain gross.” 


For instance, while Rock Hudson, who placed first in the 
poll, is undoubtedly the hottest property around as to box- 
office, the gross on his “Something of Value” at Loew's was 
somewhat disappointing because the public didn’t seem to like 
the picture. John Wayne placed second, but his recent 
“Legend of the Lost,” not a very good picture, didn’t do well 
at Loew's although it has been satisfactory in some other en- 
gagements. Frank Sinatra placed fifth. Loew's did great 
business with “Pal Joey,” which was critically acclaimed and 
which had two other big star names, but Sinatra as the one 
big name in “The Joker Is Wild” at the St. Louis didn’t do 
well. James Stewart placed eighth. His “The Spirit of St. 
Louis,” was, however, a box-office dud, in spite of the fact the 
critics liked it. The public didn’t seem to be interested in 
the Lindbergh saga,

big pictures with other big names. Who is to determine whether 


people went to see “The King and I,” “The Ten Command- | 


ments,” and “Anastasia,” because of his name, because of the | 


other stars, or because of the quality of the pictures themselves? | 
It is impossible to evaluate which name drew in what portion of | 


the business. 


There is one criterion, however, that producers 
use. What was the minimum the star grossed on any 
film? William Periberg, producer of the forthcoming 
“Teacher’s Pet,” starring Clark Gable and Doris Day, 
told me the lowest any Gable film ever grossed was 
$4,000,000 (“The King and* Four Queens”). In other 
words, in planning the cost of the picture. Perlberg 
knew he could expect to gross at least $4,000.000—and 
much more ff the picture were good. Yet Gable 
ranked only nineteenth in the poll.

More for Your Money 


CARWISE: One fact few car owners realize, a battery 
expert reports, is that road dirt as well as electrolyte 
spillage on a battery top can cause discharge even when 
the car isn’t being used. A little cleaning can save 
trouble especially when winter puts extra demands on 
the battery. Recommendation: Wash the battery top with 
a solution of two teaspoons of baking soda’in a quart 
of water. Also wash corrosion from clamps and terminals 
and, if necessary, wirebrush away deposits. Rinse off 
cleaning solution. with plain water. When dry, put a 
petroleum jelly coating on terminals, clamps and carrier.

NEW YORK, Jan. 4 (UP). 


BLANCHE THEBOM, a 
mezzo of the Met, probably 
rates as the only opera singer 
who ever wowed an audience in 
her long underwear. 

Miss Thebom, one of opera’s 
glamour girls, has just return- 
ed from almost four weeks of 
concert and opera behind the 
Iron Curtain—in Moscow, Len- 
ingrad and Kiev. She explain- 
ed in an interview that Russia 
is much colder at this time 
of the year than most parts 
of the United States... sev- 
eral degrees below zero, in 
Moscow, for instance. 

And the Russian stages are 
larger and draftier. 

“For my debut in Sieccow,” 

she said, “I decided to wear 
my most fabulous gown . 
a red rose number by Elizabeth 
Arden. Strapless, with sweep- 
ing skirt and train. Also put 
on my long white kid gloves 
and my diamond tiara. 

“Well, when I walked on 
stage, that red gown and tiara 
did it. There was one great 
gasp from the audience. 

“What they didn’t know was 
that underneath all that glitter, 
I was wearing long flannels,” 
said Miss Thebom. 

The soprano from Canton, 
O., is the first woman, and the 
first American, to sing at the 
Bolshoi Theater, the “Met” of 
Moscow. She said the stand- 
ing-room-only crowds in each 
city “made me feel like the 
old-fashioned prima donna. 

“In Leningrad, they blew 
kisses, stamped and clapped 
and wouldn't go home. I did 
three encores after the -house 
lights had gone up.” 

Miss Thebom hastily added 
that the reception was not so 
much for her personally: it 
was just that the audiences 
loved “an out-of-towner.” “You 
know how it is,” she said. “We 
are sort of the imported cham- 
pagne instead of the domestic.” 

But she’s all for the exchange 
of artists between nations. 

“I am not a politician,” said 
the statuesque, dark-haired 
Miss Thebom. “But art can do 
much for mutual understand- '

ing. Look at the reception Rus- 
sia gave the ‘Porgy and Bess’ 
troupe a few years ago. 

“Do you know, our country 
is the only leading power which 
is without a ministry or cabinet 
of culture?

Miss Thebom went to Russia 
at the request of the Soviet 
Ministry of Culture, in a tour 
arranged by Sol Hurok. 

Her “Carmen” was a general 
favorite with opera lovers, she 
said, although Carmen a la 
Thebom is lustier than the 
Russians were used to seeing. 
She makes it even earthlier by 
loosening a head of hair which 
has become her trademark. It 
now reaches the floor with a 
few inches to spare. 

That loose flowing hair 
caused a technical problem, 
she said. 

“My interpreter had to go 
around warning each new Jose 
not to step on my locks,” said 
Miss Thebom. “And all the 
Russians I talked with were 
amazed that an opera star 
wasn't fat. For them to say to 
me, ‘You're so thin’ was almost 
as good as hearing their ap- 
plause.”

ANIEL E. HILTY, a slender, soft- 
spoken young man, is the top rank- 
ing senior at the University of Mis- 

souri School of Medicine. He intends 
either to specialize in internal medicine 
or to become a general practitioner in a 
rural community. To learn more about 
the life of a country doctor, he signed up 
for the school’s preceptorship program 
which enables fourth-year students to 
find out first-hand about general prac- 
tice in a small town. Under the plan a 
student spends five and a half weeks with 
a specially selected doctor in a rural 
community. 

Hilty was assigned to Dr. Doyle C. 
McCraw of Bolivar, Missouri, a town of 
3500 in the Ozarks, 30 miles north of 
Springfield. Dr. McCraw is one of three 
medical doctors in Bolivar and one of six 
in a three-county area with a population 
of 30,000. Hilty went to Bolivar last De- 
cember 3 and will remain until January 
15. He is staying in the McCraw home 
and accompanies Dr. McCraw on his 
daily rounds, thereby experiencing as 
completely as possible all aspects of 
being a modern-day country doctor. 

Hilty’s busy days in Bolivar stem 
from the medical school’s policy of en- 
couraging students to consider the oppor- 
tunities and challenges of practice in 
rural areas. There is little question about 
the challenges. Rural Missouri is short 
of doctors. The situation is most serious 
in parts of southern and southeast Mis- 
souri, where the physician shortage is 
among the most acute in the nation. Op- 
portunities in the rural areas are outlined 
in the school’s counseling program, as

well as through the preceptorship plan. 

The on-the-job arrangement was 
started in 1956 when the school again be- 
came a full four-year medical college. 
Nine of last year’s 21 seniors participated 
in the program, and 10 of the 33 members 
in the 1958 graduating class signed up. 
Dr. Roscoe L. Pullen, dean of the school, 
said there probably would have been 
more were it not for the high proportion 
of married students. The number of par- 
ticipants is expected to grow as the senior 
class reaches its planned capacity of 75 
in 1959. 

Patterned after similar programs in 
a. number of other states, the preceptor- 
ship plan is an elective. The senior year 
is divided into six blocks of five and a 
half weeks each. A student spends one 
block in each of five departments: Sur- 
gery. medicine, obstetrics, pediatrics and 
psychiatry. The sixth can be devoted 
to further training in one of the depart- 
ments or to the preceptorship program. 

It remains to be seen how far the 
plan and other efforts by the school wil 
go toward meeting rural Missouri's need 
for doctors. Initial response has been en- 
couraging. Only four of last year's 21 
graduates planned to practice in large 
cities. However, their ideas may change 
during internship, residency and military 
service. 

Hilty is a case in point. With these 
obligations ahead, he feels no need for 
haste about choosing between specializa- 
tion and general practice. “Certainly,” 
he says, “my experiences in the precep- 
torship program will be an extremely im- 
portant influence on my final decision.”

AHARAJA SAWAI JAI SINGH II of Jai 
(1686 - 1743) lived in a stormy period of 
Indian history. The great feudal empire 

was disintegrating, and war, bloody feuds and 
maneuverings for positions of power were 
commonplace. Yet in this tumultuous era, Jai 
Singh erected five remarkable astronomical 
observatories, all containing instruments built 
of masonry on a monumental scale. 

As a student of astronomy, Jai Singh read 
extensively of Middle Eastern and European 
scientists, and even sent his own emissaries 
abroad to collect books on the subject. Al- 
though brass instruments were commonly in 
use, Jai Singh felt they were not sufficiently 
accurate, so he built enormous instruments of 
stone and mortar.

More than two and a half years have elapsed since the 
Salk polio vaccine was found safe and effective. Vac- 
cine supplies today are more than adequate. Yet at 
least 35 million Americans under 40 have not yet so 
much as started their vaccinations. 

These are 35 million targets for paralytic polio — 
people who have not availed themselves of the protec- 
tion for which we all prayed so many years, and which 
now is ours as a result of the expenditure of millions 
of March of Dimes dollars. 

Why are so many people still unvaccinated? Various 
studies on this point have. been conducted under our 
auspices. One series of intervieWs, for example, has 
convinced us that people are not worried about the 
safety of the vaccine. In fact, most people. apparently 
have failed to use it not because they had any im- 
portant single reason against it, but for lack of specific, 
positive influences which might send them to their 
doctors for inoculations. 

Is cost a major factor? The study did not prove this 
point one way or another. But‘ individuals in low- 
income groups, who also have had limited formal 
education, seem least likely to be vaccinated. 

Again, the doctor is a key figure. Most unvaccinated 
adults in the target group said they would get their 
shots if their doctors recommended it. But only half 
of these people had visited- their doctors in the pre- 
ceding six months: 

I have been speaking of vaccinated and unvacci- 
nated groups, but the two cannot be divided so neatly. 
We also are.concerned with nearly 30 million people 
who have started, but not completed, their vaccina- 
tions. 

No one can be considered really vaccinated until 
he has had three injections of the Salk vaccine. The 
second should be given’ from two to six weeks after 
the first, and the third not sooner than seven months 
after the second. 


Research still is under way to find out exactly how 
long the effect of the vaccine lasts. To date there is no 
official recommendation for inoculations beyond the 
third shot. However, some individual physicians oc- 
casionally suggest a fourth injection. 

In any case, remember what Dr. Salk himself says: 
“Your neighbor’s vaccine does not protect you.” The 
goal of vaccination in the below-40 group has to be 


_ 100 per cent. Actually, we must work to vaccinate 


everybody if we are to win final victory. 

The number of people vaccinated to date is close 
to 80 million — more than ever received any other 
vaccine in so short a time. Yet the millions who remain 
unvaccinated are as likely to contract paralytic polio 
today as if there were no vaccine. 


Still Too Many Victims 


January is March of Dimes month, and this makes 
us aware of the tens of thousands of men, women and 
children who were stricken by polio before they could 
be vaccinated. Although the number of new cases in 
1957 was sharply below that of the year before, the 
number of patients receiving aid from the National 
Foundation did not drop precipitously..Ninety per 
cent of the National Foundation’s patient-aid funds in 
1957 was spent for patients stricken in prior years. 
The largest share of the funds raised in this year’s 
March of Dimes will go to caring for these patients. 

Funds also will be allocated to scientific research, 
from which we expect future triumphs as important 
as the Salk vaccine. Meanwhile, vaccination is every- 
body’s business. If you have not been vaccinated, start 
your series of injections at once. Ask your doctor about 


- it. Or call your local health officer or the nearest chap- 


ter of the National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis. 

Remember, the full series of injections is three. 
You will not have full, long-term protection until you 
finish the series. ©

Pietro Annigoni of Italy has 
risen from obscurity to world 
fame—thanks to one painting

Most talented painters die poor and unknown — but 
there are exceptions. One such is Pietro Annigoni, a 
fat, sloppy-seeming Italian artist of 47 whose work 
currently is being shown in America for the first time. 

No painter in modern times has risen so fast. Five 
vears ago, Annigoni was relatively unknown. Today 
hundreds of women figuratively are begging him to 
paint their portraits — at $5,000 each. The crowned 
heads of the remaining European kingdoms want the 
same thing, regardless of price. Annigoni is, simply, 
the most sought-after portrait painter of the decade. 

The reason is simple. Pietro Annigoni is the artist 
who painted the portraits of Queen Elizabeth, her 
mother, her sister, her husband, the Duchess of Dev- 
onshire, the fabulously wealthy Greek ship-owners, the 
most important people in Europe. His 1955 likeness 
of the Queen (above) got so much acclaim that 
Annigoni overnight became the darling of European 
society. Today he is the rage of society everywhere. 

He paints lush, romantic, frequently flattering pic- 
tures in the Renaissance tradition. He mixes his paints 
with eggs, oil, varnish and wine, as the Renaissance 
artists did, and tries to place himself unobtrusively in 
the background of his pictures. 

Unspoiled by success, Annigoni claims he has 
turned down hundreds of commissions. Several 
months ago, at his studio in Florence, he told me: “I 
have found it necessary to close the door to my studio. 
It has become a tourist attraction. One afternoon an 


American lady, blonde, rushed in. She demanded I 
paint her immediately. ‘If you don't,’ she said, ‘I'll go 
to Salvador Dali.’ I told her to go to hell.” 

Annigoni is most proud of the fact that he is the 


only living painter whose work — Scene of the Cruci- 


fixion, done 21 years ago — hangs in Florence’s his- 


toric Church of St. Mark. He is an outspoken foe of 


modern art: “I believe it is a product of the disease of 
the mind of this century. It reflects all that is decadent 
in our times.” This forthrightness got him into trouble 
last October. The town council in Florence was bick- 
ering about loaning some masterpieces to South Amer- 
ica. Annigoni, who opposed the idea, finally jumped 
up and began shouting, “Fools! Clowns! Knaves!” 
Since such outbursts are not permitted at town meet- 
ings, Annigeni was arrested. His case comes up shortly. 

Son of a prosperous engineer, Annigoni enrolled as 
an art student at 17. He stayed in the Accademia di 
Belle Arti more than 10 years, painting and arguing 
about modern art. He also was trying to avoid military 
service under Mussolini. One day he was ordered to 
the headquarters of the general commanding the medi- 
cal corps in Florence. 

“Fortunately,” says Annigoni, “the General was 
listening to the BBC broadcasting the English news. 
This-was a crime, and I had caught him at it. After 
that, they let me paint in Florence for the rest of the 


war. 
Failure, Then Success 


When the American Army took over, it was sug- 
gested to Annigoni that he paint a portrait of General 
Mark Clark. The General posed in his combat jacket 
around 15 times, but refused to look at the portrait 
until the artist announced it finished. .When at last 
Annigoni did, Clark didn’t like it. Says Annigoni: “He 
was tired and overworked when I painted him, and I 
tried to show that.” Years after Clark stormed out of 
the studio, the artist wore as a painting smock the 
combat jacket the General had left behind. 


In 1949 conditions were terrible in Florence. Anni- 
goni decided to try his luck in London. He arrived 
with a portfolio of drawings that none of the dealers 
would touch. He also submitted a self-portrait to the 
Royal Academy. It was accepted —- and the president 
of the Academy promptly pronounced Annigoni “the 
greatest painter of our time.” 

That did it. Soon the commissions began coming in. 
In 1953 Wildenstein’s, the art dealer currently show- 
ing Annigoni’s work in New York, gave him an exhi- 
bition in London. It was a sensational success. A year 
later Annigoni was commissioned to paint a portrait 
of Queen Elizabeth for $4,800. He took the job fully 
aware that it could make him or break him. 


A Pose That Paid Off 


“She posed for me in Buckingham Palace,” he says. 
“She was extremely gracious. At first I asked her to 
pose and look into a dark corner of the room. Then | 
changed my mind and asked her to look out the win- 
dow. She liked that pose better. After each sitting she 
would come and look at the portrait but say nothing. 
Finally when 1 finished she studied it most closely. A 
smile came to her lips. She said, “Thank you. I like it 
very much.’ ” 

Today Annigoni has two studios, one in London, 


one in Florence. He considers the latter his home and 


lives in a villa outside the city with his wife and son 
Benedetto. He bicycles to work each day. He has half 
a dozen students under his wing, usually takes them 
to eat and talk in a small restaurant near by. Usually 
he wears a canvas shirt and heavy corduroy trousers. 
Added to his natural bulk, this makes him leok like a 
longshoreman. His favorite model is Juanita Forbes, 
former wife of actor Anthony Steele. 

“I have always painted to please myself,” Annigoni 
told me, “and I paint only those who please me.” 
With this attitude and his acknowledged ability, the 
broad-faced, sideburned Florentine ought to be able 
to stay on top for a long time. .

B" 1963, ONLY five years from now, a space- 

suited Columbus may reach the moon. He prob- 

ably will swing around it and head home without 
landing. He also probably will be a Russian. 

That is a concise statement of latest information 
made available here to PARADE. It comes from top 
scientists and military strategists, and from technical 
intelligence reports on Soviet developments. It indi- 
cates a very real threat — and an equal challenge. 

If Russia does reach the moon first, what will that 
mean to the U.S.? A blow to our.national pride, surely. 
But it also may mean subjection — not merely of 
America but of the whole non-Communist world. 

As a military base, the moon will be far more valu- 
able than any earth base. From it, missiles can be 
hurled without warning and with far less chance of 
detection and interception. The reduced gravitational 
pull (1/14 that of earth) will let them be launched 
more easily, more accurately, with less fuel. 

The moon will offer unique virtues as an observa- 
tion post. TV cameras mounted there will permit not- 
ing of details as small as a householder taking a sun- 
bath. Radar on the moon might spot a U.S. intercon- 
tinental missile as it took off and flash the word to 
Moscow for almost instant reprisal. 


A Warning in 1955 


On May 8, 1955, PARADE headlined the question, 
“Will Russia beat us to the moon?” The accompanying 
story revealed how the Kremlin, determined to make 
the moon a Red satellite, was driving its scientists to a 
frenzied space effort. Their success, PARADE warned, 
would depend on whether America was prepared to 
spend the money and brains needed to counter it. 

Today the answer appears. Our effort to date has 


been too little. Whether it also will be too late remains 


ours to resolve. For the Soviet lead still can be over- 
come — if we will. 

What factors are involved? Between earth and 
moon lies an ocean of space that demands minute 
charting. We must know all about its strange magnetic 
tides, its swirling currents of bullet-like meteorites, its 
cosmic storms and other hazards. Too, space naviga- 
tion must be mastered. Unlike ordinary flight, where

take-off and landing points are fixed, in space both are 
constantly moving. A course must be plotted not 
merely to reach but to intercept the destination. 

As man soars out of the earth’s atmosphere, he be- 
comes a fish out of water. Like a fish, he must have a 
special, artificial environment. He must be insulated 
against intense heat and cold, against the weightless- 
ness that comes when gravity is left behind, against 
cosmic and ultraviolet rays, against claustrophobia and 
the stark fear of being separated from his native 
planet. Meanwhile his space ship must withstand a 
steady bombardment of meteorite particles and, above 
all, the plunge back into the earth’s dense atmosphere 
where friction could turn it to ashes. 

How far along are the solutions? Here are answers 
currently available, comparing America’s progress 
with Russia’s. 

Space suits. Both nations have suits suitable for 
space travel. They will provide protection in case a 
space ship's cabin pressure collapses; they also may be 
used for exploring the moon’s airless surface. The 
American suit is sleek, of silvery nylon, made to fit 
like padded long underwear. The helmet has a sweep- 
ing, windshield-type front. 

The Russian suit is bulkier than ours, with pleated 
arms and legs. The helmet is a metal dome with a 
glass eye-slit. The ensemble is less efficient than ours 
—— but, overall, no less spaceworthy. 

Space cabins. We have built a sealed capsule, com- 
plete with a system for regenerating the air supply, 
that could keep a man alive for the short hop (now 
estimated at five days) to the moon. The capsule has 
been tested at altitudes up to 102,000 feet. 

The Russians have shown at least comparable prog- 
ress by shooting a live dog into space. Even before 
Sputnik II, they had sent dogs 60 to 100 miles up by 
rocket. On the reported evidence, the dogs did not 
suffer. Some even were landed alive. 

Human factors. We and the Soviets are about tied 
in “human engineering.” Our tests prove man can 
survive the terrible acceleration of a rocket take-off, 
though he may have trouble handling the controls. 
Weightlessness has been reproduced in a primitive 
way in swimming pools and by high-speed aerobatics; 
indications are that man will have little trouble adjust-

ing to “zero gravity.” The Air Force also has experi- 
mented on such a basic problem as body odor. For 
example, it has injected volunteers with atropine, the 
poison once used by the notorious Borgia family, 
which has the effect of stopping perspiration. 
Soviet testing has put much more stress on ani- 


' mals. Intelligence reports from Russia do not describe 


human tests, though undoubtedly these too have been 
made. But where our research contracts require hu- 
mane treatnient for test animals, the Kremlin makes 
no such proviso. Thus the dog in Sputnik II appar- 
ently was expected to have oxygen enough for 10 days, 
then die. Since a 10-day supply is enough for a “boom- 
erang trip around the moon, the Russians proved 
they could supply oxygen fora manned moon trip — 
something we only believe we can do. 


The Fight Against Friction 


Aerodynamics. In leaving and entering earth’s at- 
mosphere, friction is a key problem. We have devel- 
oped alloys that can resist the searing heat thus built 
up. We also have made progress on getting a space 
ship back to earth. Probably you saw the nose cone of 
a Jupiter missile shown on television by President 
Eisenhower. The Air Force also has recovered the nose 
cone of an X-17 résearch missile that was shot hun- 
dreds of miles aloft and returned at two and a half 
times the normal re-entry speed. 

Samples of secret Russian alloys indicate that the 
Reds have rockets which can withstand supersonic 
heat. Like ours, these alloys also should keep it cool 
enough inside a rocket for a man to survive there. 

Communications. The electronic instruments 
aboard existing U.S. satellites are lighter and more 
compact than comparable Soviet equipment. Our lead 
in communications, however, is narrowing. For both 
countries there as yet is no certainty of maintaining 
contact with a rocket all the way to the moon. 
~ Guidance. Though our guidance system probably 
is more refined than Russia’s, our scientists are not 
sure they can guide an unmanned missile to the moon 
with precision accuracy. The Soviets launched their 
first two sputniks in the exact orbit predicted, indicat- 
ing an advanced system.

Will we ever win another 


A great tennis star says our present chances are bleak.

“We have hit rock bottom. We have no 
place else to go but up.” 

That’s what my good friend Bill Tal- 
bert, captain of America’s Davis Cup team, 
said a few weeks ago as our squad pre- 
pared to battle Australia for the Cup. He 
knew well of what he spoke: He had a 
team of aging veterans and green kids. 

They all, of course, performed heroi- 
cally. But if in the next few years we can't 
produce a better team, we face a long 
string of humiliating defeats. 

Now understand this: The outcome of 
the 1957 Davis Cup matches in Australia 
made no real difference. Whether we won 
the Cup or lost it, it still would be true 
that U.S. amateur tennis never has been 
at a lower ebb. 

What can be done? First of all, amateur 
tennis is badly in need of a good dry- 
cleaning. We all, of course, have heard 
how amateur players are paid illegally. As 
a result, a disgusted public and press have 
started losing interest in tennis, withhold- 
ing box-office receipts that might have 
built courts and trained players. 

But what you may not know is that the 
fault for dirtying the name of amateur 
tennis lies not only in our stars. Their 
guilt is shared by greedy tournament pro- 
moters, second-rank players and, yes, 
even by Sunday tennis players who fancy 
themselves champion-beaters. 

Now in all my years as an amateur I 

never took a penny illegally. Nor have I 
personally seen an amateur pocket “dirty 
money.” But I have learned that. . . 
e A top star was invited to a minor tour- 
nament. His appearance would make the 
event a money-maker. He was undecided 
about going till he received by mail, with- 
out a return address, ten $20 bills and a 
ticket to the tournament. He went. 


Pay to Win 


e A mediocre middle-aged player, who 
had dreamed for years of playing in a cer- 
tain international championship, made a 
deal with a top player. He paid the star’s 
full expenses, plus $500. In return, the 
star picked the man as his partner in the 
champibnship doubles. 

e A rising young star was approached by 
a once-a-week player at a tennis club. 
“Look,” said the club member, “if I beat 
you in one set, I'll be a hero around this 
club for life.” The star lost — for $200. 
e A player came to a major tournament

and collected expenses for his wife. and 
himsélf-This was perfectly within the 
rules —- except, as the tournament offi- 
cials well knew, his wife wasn’t with him. 
e Several top players gamble heavily on 
their tennis ability. They'll offer a club 
member a huge handicap. The member, 
aglow with the chance to win money and 
prestige by beating the star, accepts the 
handicap. The star, razor-sharp from tour- 
nament play, nearly always wins easily. 

Cleaning up such practices, of course, 
isn’t going to drop the Davis Cup in our 
laps. Our shortage of top-flight amateurs 
traces back to other faults as well. But if 
we erase the abuses, then I’m sure a pro- 
gram to develop Davis Cup players will 
have a much better chance of succeeding. 

As a former Davis Cup player myself, 
here’s a four-point program I would like 
to see adopted: 

1) Train more youngsters. The U.S. 


Lawn Tennis Association, which controls 
amateur tennis, spent less than $20,000 
this year to train both boys and girls be- 
tween 8 and 18. During the same period 
— to develop only boys between 8 and 12 
—— Little League baseball spent over $8 
million. 3 

That Little League money, of course, 
was well spent. But since tennis is im- 
portant for U.S. prestige abroad — and 
baseball isn’t — it would seem logical we 
even things up a bit. 

There are some bright spots. The U.S. 
Junior Chamber of Commerce has bal- 
looned its tournament for youngsters from 
5,000 players to 50,000 in five years. 
This year will bring a tennis program for 
youths similar to the Little Leagues. 

But all this is still a far cry from Aus- 
tralia’s youth program. There, weekly 
clinics are held in every region of the 
country, each drawing 300 to 400 boys 
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DAVIS CUP? 


The reasons may shock you 


and girls from 10 to 18. Every one of them 
gets a free racquet and expert instruction. 
If a player shows promise, he’s groomed 
with loving care for stardom — and Davis 
Cup victories over Uncle Sam. 

2) Build more and better courts. Our 
biggest city; New York, has 8 million citi- 
zens and about 700 courts, only a scat- 
tering of which have lights for night play. 
Australia’s largest city, Sydney, has 2 mil- 
lion citizens —-.and 2,000 courts, includ- 
ing 1,200 with lights. 

And it isn’t true that Australians like 
tennis more than we do. There are about 
300,000 players Down Under, about -5 
million here; considering our far larger 
population, that’s about the same percent- 
age. But they have courts to play on, we 
don't. 

3) Put down more cement courts. If 
you can return a smash that whizzes off 


cement, you can returna ball that bounces 
softly off grass. (The Davis Cup, and most 
other big tournaments,- are played on 
grass.) Tony Trabert; for example, be- 
came one of our finest grass-court players 
only after he moved to California and 
learned to play on cement. 


Cracks and Champions 


It's no accident that most of our fine 
players come from California, for that’s 
where -you'll find most of the nation’s 
cement courts. Few are built in other states 
because allegedly they crack in winter. 
But Australia, with a climate much like 
ours, has cement courts wherever you look. 
Some do crack——but so little that it doesn’t 
matter when you're tuning up players for 
championships. 

4) Allow open tournaments. It’s a fact 
of life in sports that you improve by play-

ing against people better than you. Yet we 
forbid our amateurs to enter tournaments 
against seasoned professionals (though an 
amateur golfer can play in tournaments 
against pros and remain an amateur ). 

Last summer a USLTA committee 
strongly urged open pro-amateur tourna- 
ments. Conservative officials vetoed the 
proposal. The longer-this stick-in-the-mud 
attitude persists, the longer we may wait 
for our next Davis Cup victory. 

To fifiish,:I don’t think our situation is 
hopeless. We have shown we can lick the 
Australians in Davis Cup play. We can 
build a team, and amateur tennis, to where 
we can truly say this represents American 
sport at its finest. All that’s needed is a 
little more common sense to allow open 
tournaments, a little more money for 
courts, a little more effort in training our 
kids — and a lot more honesty. .

“American men are afraid of love. They are 
afraid of intellectualism, of being called egg- 
heads. They are afraid of their wives; yet 
they worship the female figure.” 

So says Liliane Montevecchi, former bal- 
lerina of the Ballet de Paris, former law 
student and currently a Hollywood film star 
who has danced and actéd her way through 
such motion pictures as The Glass Slipper, 
Meet Me in Las Vegas, The Sad Sack and The 
Young Lions. 

Known in Hollywood as “The eyes and the 
legs,” Liliane at 25 is one of the few actresses 
whose intelligence equals her sex appeal. Un- 
like those whose quips are coined by press 
agents, Liliane needs no one to think for her. 
By nature she is provocative and by back- 
ground she is well bred, well educated, well 
traveled. Her father is a painter, her mother 
a designer. She herself attended the Lyceum 
Moliere, the Paris Conservatory of the Dance, 
the University of the Sorbonne. 

She claims to be no authority on men or 
any other subject, but she does claim the right 
to speak her own mind. After four years in 
America, off and on, she makes these typical 
observations: 

American men. “They are charming, ath- 
letic, handsome and generous to a fault; but 
they are also immature and afraid of love. 
They need alcohol to break down their inhi- 
bitions. This is too bad, because then a girl 
doesn’t know whether it is the-boy or the 
bottle talking.” 


Do Men Fear Women? 


Intellectualism. “American men are not as 
intellectual as Europeans. I do not think they 
read as much. Many of them have really fine 
minds, but they avoid intellectual conversa- 
tion with a woman. I don’t know why. At a 
cocktail party they will say things that amount 
to nothing. Egghead should be a proud term, 
a term -for a man who thinks clearly and 
deeply and knows much. Yet it is often used 
to describe someone as impractical.” 

American women. “They are _ stylish, 
bright, gnake good wives and fine mothers. 
Yet there is a driving and domineering qual- 
ity about them that many husbands fear. No- 
where in Europe does a wife enjoy the equal- 
ity or power she enjoys in America. But in 
America this equality is frequently abused 
and leads to resentment on the part of the 
husband.” 

.Dancing. “It’s hell to be a dancer. If I had 
a daughter I would teach her to dance be- 
cause dancing involves grace and poise. But 
I would never let her become a professional

dancer. I spent my whole youth in the ballet 
rehearsing at least four hours a day. It is 
physically strenuous and tiring work. I love 
to dance, but I would not recommend it as a 
profession. It is unrewarding because most 
people neither appreciate nor understand it.” 
Hollywood. “There are really no top bal- 
lerinas in metion pictures. A few, like Leslie 
Caron and Cyd Charisse, have style; but they 
are not equal to Markova or Fonteyn or the 
really great ballerinas. What counts in Hol- 
lywood now are bust measurements. I have 
auditioned for many parts, not dancing parts 
but acting parts. The first thing producers 
say to me is, ‘Let me see your. figure.’ This 
gets me so angry that I become mean and 
temperamental, and I rarely get the part.” 
Husbands. “There can be no doubt that 
American men generally make the best hus- 
bands, but only if they are mature. I wish I 
could find a really mature American for my- 
self with spark. I have never been married.” 


She Out-Earned Papa 


The owner of these judgments was born in 
Paris. At the age of 12, without her father’s 
knowledge, she was enrolled in the dancing 
conservatory with Leslie Caron. When her 
father found out, he boiled. “Dancing is all 
very well,” he maintained, “but as one artist 
to another I can tell you it will not earn you 
a living. I want you to become a lawyer.” 

Five years later Liliane Montevecchi was 
dancing at the Casino de Paris — “I was the 
only one in the whole cast who wore clothes” 
— for 50,000 francs a month, almost twice 
what her father was earning. Even so, Dino 
Montevecchi insisted that his daughter enter 
the Sorbonne and study ‘law. Liliane did. 
“Onlv I couldn’t abide the law,” she says, “so 
after two years I left.” 

She joined Roland Petit’s Ballet de Paris, 
eventually inheriting Jeanmaire’s starring 
role. When the company was brought to Hol- 
lywood for a film, executives at MGM, struck 
by Liliane’s shapely limbs and enormously 
expressive eyes, offered her a contract. She 
refused it until Petit confided that he was 
planning to disband his ballet. Then she 
signed for $500 a week and spent four hours 
a day for the next two years learning English 
and playing featured parts. 

Today she speaks the language softly with 
a French accent, lives quietly in a one-bed- 
room apactment in Beverly Hills. “I would 
like to become a good actress,” she says, “be- 
cause in Hollywood today there is no future 
for a ballerina. If I can’t become a good 
actress, I would like to get married and be- 


come a good wife. Only in Hollywood a hus- 


band, any kind, is hard to find.” .
